the left side of the head, and 
then ran from the scene with 
an accomplice. 


Tanner, the manager of 
Lily’s, a Valencia Street gay 
bar, is also known as “Tina 
Tanner.” He is also a former 
empress of the Imperial Court 
system. 

“Although details of the at¬ 
tack are sketchy, Steve Rasch- 
er, Tanner’s friend and em¬ 
ployer, said that Tanner was 
planning to go see the play 
“Whatever Happened to B.B. 
Jane” at the Victoria Theatre

Boxer: I'll Bounce Back 
From Check Scandal

“I’m a fight-back person,” 
Rep. Barbara Boxer, D-Green- 
brae, said in response to how 
she is handling recent revela¬ 
tions that the fiye-term con¬ 
gresswoman is one of 355 for¬ 
mer and current members of 
Congress who floated checks 
at the now-defunct bank oper¬ 
ated for congressional use. 

“This is very embarrassing 
personally,” Boxer said. “It 
should never have come to 
this. It was a House banking 
convenience that turned into 
a nightmare.” 

Boxer, who floated 87 
checks, said that she was not 
aware of the overdrafts be¬ 
cause she would cash a check 
on the 28th of the month that 
she expected to be automati¬ 
cally covered by her direct-de¬ 


posit salary check on the 1st. 

“This is my personal 
checking account. It should 
have never come to this,” she 
said. 

Though no taxpayers’ 
money was involved in the 
House checking system which 
allowed for automatic, penal¬ 
ty-free overdraft protection, a 
federal attorney announced 
on March 16 that he is look¬ 
ing into whether any federal 
laws were broken that prohib¬ 
it knowingly writing a check 
without enough funds on de¬ 
posit. 

Additionally, the White 
House acknowledged that it is 
looking into whether any for¬ 
mer House members, now 
high-ranking federal officials, 
were involved. 

Boxer, who is running 
against Lt. Gov. Leo Mc-

Court Deals Blow 
To Anti-Gay Props

The California State 
Supreme Court has denied a 
review of an Appeal Court 
decision that a proposed anti¬ 
gay and AIDS rights ballot 
measure in Riverside was un¬ 
constitutional. 

The appeal was made by 
Citizens for Responsible Be¬ 
havior, a group with links to 
the right-wing Christian fun¬ 
damentalist group the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition, after 
the 4th District Court of Ap¬ 
peal upheld a lower court rul¬ 
ing that the measure was un¬ 
constitutional because it vio¬ 
lated equal protection clauses 
of the California Constitution. 

The Riverside measure 
would have repealed existing 
anti-discrimination protec¬ 


tions for lesbians and gays 
and people with HIV infec¬ 
tion and prohibited the city 
from spending funds on any 
activity that “promotes, en¬ 
courages, endorses, legit¬ 
imizes or justifies homosexual 
conduct.” 

The measure also would 
have forbade the city of River¬ 
side from enacting such pro¬ 
tections in the future without 
voter approval. 

“It’s a fine decision,” said 
Clyde Wadsworth of the law 
firm Heller, Erhman, White 
and McAuliffe, which repre : 
sented opponents of the deci¬ 
sion along with Lambda Le¬ 
gal Defense and Education 
Fund. 

“It’s an important victory 
for the lesbian and gay com-

Activists' Suit Seeks Millions 
In Oct. 6 Police 'Cover-Up'

Five activists involved in 
the Oct. 6, 1989 demonstra¬ 
tion in the Castro have filed a 
multimillion-dollar lawsuit 
alleging a cover-up of police 
misconduct. 

The suit, filed in federal 
court last week by Lisa 
Dettmer, Ray Russ, David 
Fisher, Andrew Russell and 
Judy Van Devere, seeks dam¬ 
ages and injunctive relief for 
the violation of the activists’ 
civil rights. 

The plaintiffs, who are de¬ 
manding a trial by jury, also 
claim that their injuries were 


caused by a conspiracy aimed 
at AIDS activists and the les¬ 
bian and gay community. 

The suit also alleges that 
there was a “longstanding pol¬ 
icy” of the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department and then- 
Chief Frank Jordan authoriz¬ 
ing “harassment, including 
unlawful force and arrests 
against political protesters, 
gays and lesbians and other 
minority groups.” 

Defendants in the suit in¬ 
clude Jordan, Deputy Chief 
Frank Reed, former Deputy 
Chief Jack Jordan, numerous 
police officers and officials 
and investigators with the Of¬ 


fice of Citizen Complaints. 

“The plaintiffs are seeking 
$500,000 per damage per 
plaintiff,” said attorney 
Rachel Lederman of Leder- 
man and Prochovnick. “We 
expect the defendants will be 
served this week.” 

According to a press state¬ 
ment issued last week by Le¬ 
derman attorneys Dennis 
Cunningham and Randy Bak¬ 
er, the full extent of police 
misconduct during the Oct. 6 
demonstration has never been 
revealed due a cover-up and 
conspiracy involving the de¬ 
fendants.

Clinton 
To Answer 
Hallinan 
On AIDS

“Once you’ve had a friend 
die of AIDS and have seen it, 
your commitment to end this 
scourge never wavers,” Gov. 
Bill Clinton of Arkansas told 
David Mixner of Los Angeles, 
a member of Clinton’s national 
executive committee. 

The Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that the Clinton cam¬ 
paign is putting together a 
detailed, comprehensive 
policy on AIDS using a resolu¬ 
tion recently submitted by San 
Francisco Supervisor Terence 
Hallinan. 

Hallinan wants to hold all 
presidential candidates— 
including the incumbent- 
accountable for the devasta¬ 
tion of AIDS. 

“My resolution calls on all 
presidential candidates to take 
a position on the war against 
AIDS,” Hallinan said. “The 
federal government by default 
dumps AIDS problems on big 
cities.” 

“It’s great that we have this 
resolution,” Mixner said. “Bill 
has done a position paper on 
AIDS but it’s not very de¬ 
tailed.” 

Notwithstanding the 
absence of detail so far, “Bill 
has made a strong commit¬ 
ment publicly and repeatedly” 
to the war against AIDS, Mix¬ 
ner said. 

Clinton envisions a 
“Manhattan-type project,” ac¬ 
cording to Mixner. Top 
priorities include adequate 
funding for a cure and vaccine, 
treatment and care, full 
prevention education and 
homes for the homeless. 

“Homelessness is unaccept¬ 
able for anybody,” Mixner said, 
“and especially for someone 
who is ill.” 

Mixner’s tie to Clinton dates 
back to when Clinton was a 
Fulbright scholar attending 
Oxford University in England 
20 years ago. At the time, Mix¬ 
ner was head of the Vietnam 
Moratorium Committee, and 
he persuaded Clinton to 
become involved. 

“I’ve lost 180 friends to 
AIDS,” Mixner said. “Many 
people wouldn’t be infected to¬

Restaurant owner Sam 
Northern last week made a 
formal written offer of $1.6 
million to purchase Fife’s Re¬ 
sort, the 15-acre Russian Riv¬ 
er gay resort owned by the es¬ 
tate of the late Peter Pender. 

Northern and his partner 
are owners of Angelo’s restau¬ 
rant and resort in Monte Rio. 

According to the Russian 
River News, Northern in¬ 
tends to rename the resort 
Murphy’s, its former name, 
and negotiations include a 
feasibility study to determine 
whether the property could 
be turned into a family-style 
resort. The complex includes 
a campground, 52 cabins, a bar 
and restaurant, and a liquor 
license. 

However, according to the 
Gay and Lesbian Business As¬ 


sociation, Fife’s will continue 
to be marketed as a gay re¬ 
sort. 

Fife’s is operated by the 
same management firm that 
operates The Woods resort in 
Guerneville. 

Pender, who was a world- 
class bridge champion, died 
of AIDS in San Francisco in 
1990. The resort has been on 
the market for several years. 

Northern could not be 
reached for comment on the 
sale. Glenn Dixon of the Gay 
and Lesbian Business Associ¬ 
ation called reports of the 
demise of gay businesses in 
the area “grossly exaggerat¬ 
ed.” 

Although Northern’s offer 
has been tendered formally, it 
has not been accepted formal¬ 
ly, according to Fred Wasza- 
ck, owner of the Burl Shop in

Judge Throws Out 
Police Brutality Suit

A U.S. District Court judge 
has ruled against a gay PWA 
who named Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan and a San Francisco po¬ 
lice officer as defendants in a 
civil suit. 

U.S. Judge Barbara 
Caulfield on March 2 ruled in 
a finding of fact that the evi¬ 
dence failed to support Steve 
Hamlin’s contention that he 
was the subject of police bru¬ 
tality in an alleged incident in 
June 1990. 

In that incident, according 
to Hamlin, he was verbally 
abused and physically assault¬ 
ed by San Francisco Police 
Sgt. Ron Kern. 

According to Hamlin’s suit, 
Kern allegedly struck Hamlin 
with the end of his police ba¬ 
ton and stuck it into Hamlin’s 
throat and then hit him. 

During a body search, 
while Hamlin was in a “dog¬ 
gie-style” position, Hamlin al¬ 
leges that Kern stuck the end 
of the nightstick into the

“We’re extremely disap¬ 
pointed we lost,” said Laurel 
Prager, one of the attorney’s 
representing Hamlin. “The 
judge didn’t believe Steve as 
much as she believed the 
cops.” 

According to Prager, an 
appeal of the case will be dif¬ 
ficult based on Caulfield’s 
finding of fact concerning the 
“evidentiary questions.” 

“Appeals are also very ex¬ 
pensive, and the client has to 
pay for the transcript of the 
case. It’s terribly expensive,” 
she told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Hamlin expressed disap¬ 
pointment with Caulfield’s 
ruling. 

“I really don’t believe she 
was fair. This case has been 
dragging on for two years. I 
wasn’t lying,” he said. 

Hamlin filed the suit after 
a complaint to the OCC was

Burton Targets HIV Jail Bill

SB 982, a state bill that 
would mete out long prison 
terms for people who know¬ 
ingly expose other people to 
HIV, is headed for a show¬ 
down in the state Assembly’s 
Public Safety Committee. 

Passed by the state Senate 
in January, the bill would im¬ 
pose a life sentence without 
parole on anyone who intends 
to infect someone with the 
AIDS-triggering virus. 

People who know they are 
HIV positive and engage in 
unprotected sex or hypoder¬ 
mic needle sharing could be 
sentenced to two to four years 
under the law, even if they 
were not consciously trying to 
give other people AIDS. 

The sentence increases to 
nine years in jail if it can be 
proven that transmission of 
HIV actually occurred. 

The law would not apply if 
the accused could show that

they did not know their HIV 
status or notified their part¬ 
ners that they were HIV pos¬ 
itive and gave a little AIDS 
education lecture. 

The awkwardly timed lec¬ 
ture would have to include 
the fact that HIV is spread by 
bodily fluids and that HIV in¬ 


fection can result in AIDS. 

Using a condom without 
telling your partner the above 
facts would be only a partial 
defense against SB 982. Even 
when HIV transmission does 
not occur, the bill provides 
for a sentence of one year for 
protected sex with no disclo¬ 
sure statement. 

The bill was sponsored by 
Sen. Ed Davis of Los Angeles 
and sparked by cases in Santa 
Barbara and Oakland in 
which straight men openly 
claimed they wanted to give 
AIDS to women. 

Last week the Oakland 
man pleaded guilty to one 
count of assault with a deadly 
weapon—his penis—after ne¬ 
gotiations with the district at¬ 
torney. He will be sentenced 
to three years in jail. 

Despite its lurid back¬ 
ground, SB 982 has prompted 
an outcry from AIDS activists

Beer-Tasting Festival Raises Funds for River's Cup

While the number of AIDS 
cases in Sonoma County con¬ 
tinues to rise sharply every 
year and funding for services 
remains scarce, the small 
town of Rio Nido, near 
Guerneville, has found a new 
way to help raise money for 
relief organizations in its first 
beer-tasting festival held 
March 14. 

“The turnout is fabulous. 
It’s just more than we 
dreamed,” vice president of 
the River’s Cup Association, 
George Zastro, said. 
“There’s so much local sup¬ 
port. So many people, too, 
from out of the area that I’m 
just really amazed.” 

Nearly 300 people, from as 
far away as Los Angeles, at¬ 
tended, and more than $2,000 
was raised to help off-set 
costs of the annual River’s 
Cup Canoe Race and Regatta, 
an event that raises money 
for local AIDS relief organiza¬ 
tions. 

“It is the smaller communi¬ 


ties that miss out on the funds 
donated by the larger corpo¬ 
rations in the Bay Area,” 
KGO-TV, Channel 7, reporter 
Janet Yee said. “The money 
never reaches the outlying ar¬ 
eas. This is a very small com¬ 
munity and they, for the most 
part, have to go down to San 
Francisco and beg and say, 
‘Please help us. We’re part of 
the community, too. We may 
be a little further out, but 
we’re just like you.’ ” 

The River’s Cup is held in 
honor of Chris Ferry, a Rio 
Nido man who died of AIDS 
in 1984. It was his idea to 
raise money for under-funded 
AIDS relief organizations. 

Last year the River’s Cup 
raised more than $16,000, 
doubling the previous year’s 
total. This year proceeds are 
expected to triple, in part be¬ 
cause the list of corporate 
sponsors is growing. The Riv¬ 
er’s Cup receives sponsorship 
from corporations such as Pac 
Bell, Bank of America and 
PG&E. 

The festival featured beer 


from 22 micro-breweries from 
across the state, such as the 
Anchor Brewing Co. in San 
Francisco, Kelmer’s Brew- 
house in Santa Rosa, and 
Lost Coast Brewery in Eure¬ 
ka, as well as 20 other im¬ 
ports. 

KGO-TV was one sponsor 
of the event. Some of the per¬ 
sonalities from Channel 7 
News were on hand, lending 
their support by selling raffle 
tickets and pouring beer. 

“I wanted to do my part 
for AIDS,” said reporter 
Michael Finney, who attend¬ 
ed last year’s River’s Cup Ca¬ 
noe Race. “What’s good about 
this event is that every dollar 
raised here goes to end hu¬ 
man suffering in this little 
town. It’s good to know a lit¬ 
tle town cares so much for its 
own.” 

There was plenty of food 
on hand generously donated 
by local restaurants, and an 
enthusiastic crowd was danc¬ 
ing to the music of the 
Michael Barclay Blues Band.

Catholic Laity Group 
Votes to Admit Dignity

The Leadership Council of 
Catholic Laity has invited 
Dignity, the national organiza¬ 
tion of lesbian and gay Roman 
Catholics, to come in out of the 
cold. 

The vote to extend member¬ 
ship was taken last week in St. 
Louis by LCCL’s national 
governing board. 

The action climaxes four 
years of waiting, applications 
by three Dignity presidents 
and a month of intense lobby¬ 
ing by Dignity President 
Kevin Calegari of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

“It was a moment of truth for 
this organization,” Calegari 
said. 

Several groups threatened to 
leave LCCL if Dignity were in¬ 
cluded. At least two groups 
said they would walk out if 
Dignity were excluded. 

LCCL members are commit¬ 
ted to “open dialog among 
themselves and with others in 
the church,” according to the 
group’s president, Fred Leone 
of Silver Springs, Md. 

The council was founded in 
1988 to be a voice for layper¬ 
sons. Dignity has pioneered 
lay ministry since its inception 
20 years ago. 

Former Dignity President 
Jimmy Bussen of Chicago at¬ 
tempted to attend LCCL’s first 


meeting in Belleville, Ill., but 
was unceremoniously hustled 
out of the room. 

“He was met with discour¬ 
tesy, so we dropped it,” Cale¬ 
gari said. 

Then last year another 
former Dignity president, Pat 
Roche of Seattle, was invited 
to apply by LCCL board mem¬ 
ber John Reid, director of lay 
ministry for the Archdiocese 
of Seattle. 

Reid eventually played a key 
role in assembling the pro- 
Dignity consensus. 

Nothing more was heard un¬ 
til Calegari called Leone last 
month for information. 

“He was clearly embar¬ 
rassed by my call,” Calegari 
said. 

After a number of false 
starts, Calegari and St. Louis 
chapter President Gregg Brad¬ 
shaw finally attended a board 
meeting to speak on behalf of 
the application. 

One board member submit¬ 
ted a statement that implied 
that lesbians and gay men are 
a public-health menace. 

Calegari was questioned by 
LCCL board members about 
the fact that the issue threat¬ 
ened to pull LCCL apart. 

“You’re going to lose either 
way,” he said, “so why don’t 
you just do the right thing?”

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Senseless Violence 


T he brutal baseball-bat bashing of longtime community 
personality and gay bartender Cameron Tanner this 
past week refocuses our attention on just how danger¬ 
ous it is becoming to walk the streets in San Francisco. 
This attack cannot be labeled a gay bashing per se, but it took 
place only blocks from the Castro and South of Market gay 
bars. It should serve notice to everyone in our community that 
we can no longer walk a short distance in an area or neigh¬ 
borhood we believe to be familiar without looking over our 
shoulder. 

This crime is only the latest in a series of assaults and rob¬ 
beries that have taken place in the Mission District. There 
have been several reports of crimes committed by people car¬ 
rying baseball bats. If the same assailants are responsible, it is 
all the more urgent that they be apprehended before they 
strike again. 

For whatever reason, these crimes are going unsolved. The 
Tanner attack took place at the corner of 16th Street and 
South Van Ness, a heavily trafficked intersection. It is hard to 
believe that no one witnessed the crime. So far only one wit¬ 
ness has come forward, and unfortunately they have not pro¬ 
vided enough information to help apprehend the assailants. 

This insidious scourge of violence must stop, at whatever 
cost. The San Francisco Police Department must receive ad¬ 
equate funding and support so that it can do its job of provid¬ 
ing for the public safety. If it will help reduce violence, then 
let’s put more officers on the streets. 

Each one of us can do our part to help monitor neighbor¬ 
hoods and reduce bashings. Keep an eye out for signs of gay- 
bashers and muggers. Call the police at 911 immediately if you 
see anyone being assaulted. Get involved. 

If you want to do more, you can join the queer Street Pa¬ 
trol, a community group that walks streets in gay neighbor¬ 
hoods in San Francisco to deter would-be bashers. The group 
is in dire need of more volunteers. To join, contact the group 
at 985-7423. 

Bay Area Reporter Publisher Bob Ross, the Council of Em¬ 
perors, Council of Empresses and George Banda are offering 
a $10,000 reward for the arrest and conviction of those respon¬ 
sible for this senseless and vicious attack on Cameron Tanner. 
If you have any knowledge about this crime, please come for¬ 
ward. If you know anyone who does, encourage them to come 
forward. Contact the SFPD at 553-9182.

A s our community girds itself for the on- 
laught of the virulently homophobic 
movie “Basic Instinct,” we gather our 
thoughts and feelings. I remember when, 
a year ago, I started telling friends about the 
movie. They would groan with anguish and la¬ 
ment, “Oh no! not again!” 

That anguish has begun to turn to rage. Our 
gorge rises at the thought of what this movie will 
do to our young people everywhere, those strug¬ 
gling to find their true sexual identity and to feel 
good about being lesbian, gay or bisexual. We, 
who are the survivors of countless similar 
cultural barrages, know full well what a 
devastating impact such a movie will have on les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual people everywhere. We 
know all too well how such a hate-filled movie 
will empower the bashers to strike out at us as 
we try to go about our daily business. 

Our outrage is justified. When GLAAD 
chapters in San Francisco and Los Angeles 
asked those making this horror story to 
ameliorate some of the most despicable plot and 
character twists, to soften some of the ex¬ 
travagantly gratuitous homophobia, the 
moviemakers demurred with much bandying 
about of the phrases “artistic integrity” and “ar¬ 
tistic freedom.” 

Now we know that their so-called artistic in¬ 
tegrity and artistic freedom were for sale to the 
Motion Picture Rating Administration. They cut 
out scenes to get an R rather than the original 
NCV-17 rating assigned to the movie. They did 
this so the movie could play in more theatres, so 
they could make more money. The scenes cut 
had nothing to do with our concerns but rather 
with heterosexual sex. To them, this is an issue 
of dollars; to us, it is a matter of our lives, our 
sacred honor. 

We have an unprecedented opportunity at this 
juncture. This movie is so terribly, terribly un¬ 
fair that we can actually succeed in persuading 
the American public to see that this is true, to 
see it as we see it. We can do this by engaging 



people in dialogue about the movie. Each one, 
teach one, as the saying goes. Now is our chance 
to talk to the people going to see the movie and 
tell them the truth about our lives, about our 
work and our aspirations, about our joys and sor¬ 
rows. Now is the time to inform people about the 
history of Hollywood’s homophobia? 

Join us in handing out leaflets, talking to 
moviegoers and writing letters to film reviewers. 
Help us get our message across, one-to-one, to 
the American consumer. We can use this movie 
to educate moviegoers as never before. In thus 
winning the hearts and minds of the American 
people, we can send Hollywood a message loud 
and clear: “Get over your tired, your poor, your 
huddled stereotypes yearning to breathe their 
last.”

Don't Count Tsongas Out 

It appears that the B.A.R. has anointed Bill Clinton 
as the champion of lesbian and gay rights in the cur¬ 
rent campaign for the presidency. How about a few 
words on behalf of Paul Tsongas? 

Tsongas supports S574 and HR1430. These bills 
would amend the Civil Rights Act of 1964 to include 
sexual orientation. 

In 1979, Tsongas became the first senator in 
American history to introduce a lesbian and gay civil 
rights bill. The bill, S2081, sought to prohibit employ¬ 
ment discrimination based on sexual orientation. He 
reintroduced the bill in two subsequent congressional 
sessions and persistently sought out co-sponsors for 
the bill through “dear colleague” letters and personal 
lobbying. 

The McDonald Amendment to the Legal Services 
Corp. Bill threatened gay and lesbian access to that 
taxpayer-funded government program. Tsongas lob¬ 
bied to defeat the amendment. 

Tsongas assisted in the successful effort to add a les- 
bian/gay civil rights plank to the 1980 Democratic Na¬ 
tional Platform. 

The Washington Post reports that Tsongas is the on¬ 
ly candidate who regularly uses the words “gay rights” 
in his standard campaign speech. 

In choosing between the two major Democratic con¬ 
tenders, gays and lesbians would do well to look at the 
Tsongas record of past support and loyalty going back 
over the course of a decade, rather than Clinton’s past 
record of silence.

On Copyrighting "Bear" 

I have been engaged in the publishing business 
since 1986 and I must take exception to Richard 
Bulger’s letter in your March 12, 1992 issue.

I 
assume also that he would also seek redress from the 
State of California, the University of California at 
Berkeley and Smokey the Bear.

$100,000 to pursue the cost of litigating the issue. What 
Mr. Bulger neglects to say is that such an amount is 
not what legal fees and Filing costs are, but what he 
would most probably face in a successful counterclaim 
judgment against him.

Is it because Mr. Bulger is so concerned 
with his own personal profit that he neglects to con¬ 
tribute funds to AIDS charities like Bearfax does? Or 
is it simply because Mr. Bulger has a personal gripe 
against the publisher of Bearfax? 

I am one of three people who founded BearHug 
back in 1987 and can assure Mr. Bulger that his 
wretched little rag had nothing to do with BearHug, 
Bear Expo or Bearfax. Frankly, after seeing the latest 
issue of Bear magazine, I doubt that he would know 
what a bear is, even if one came up and bit him on the 
tush!

Bulgarian Gays Need Support 

A lot of time has passed since many of us last met 
during the first conference of Eastern European gay 
and lesbian organizations in May 1991. In Bulgaria 
many things have changed for the better, but have 
worsened as well. I would like to tell you in detail of 
our development and our problems. 

Our organization “Kiss Contact” has started 
publishing a small booklet of some 40 pages. It has 
many new members and is rapidly growing. After 
some queries, we reached various conclusions. One 
is that such a publication was wanted for a long time 
and is considered of great interest as it is the first gay 
publication in Bulgaria considering the AIDS prob¬ 
lems and the different other venereal diseases. Gay 
people have their specific problems and would like 
to know much more about what is happening in their 
country and abroad. We first tried to answer some of 
these questions in our publication, using information 
received from other organizations. Many people 
would like to subscribe to some of your publications, 
to buy posters, books and take part in excursions, etc. 
We have tried to do our best and answer such needs, 
but we need your help as well. 

I hope it is clear to you that there are many problems 
publishing in Bulgaria. First of all most of the 
publishing houses would never accept a gay publica¬ 
tion. You need to tip somebody on the black market, 
but we are short of money. We also need some equip¬ 
ment. Will you be so kind as to help with this? Another 
problem is the paper; there is a shortage and when 
you find it, it is too expensive. Nobody on our editorial 
staff receives any payment. All we do is with high 
spirit, which you probably have not seen before. We 
believe we are building a real organization, but in 
these efforts we need your help. You can help us with 
equipment so we can publish a better magazine, 
translate and publish some books, in which much 
more information will appear about your activities 
and about your publications. 

All Eastern European countries have their prob¬ 
lems, but we have our specific ones. At present, no 
political party or movement will consider our needs 
and we have no lobby in our Parliament. There are 
many gay people in Parliament as well, but nobody 
would even acknowledge this, nor speak with any 
open discussion. This would ruin anyone’s political 
career at the moment. We also need an international 
confirmation as an organization of Bulgarian gay peo¬ 
ple. We need many more contacts with such organiza¬ 
tions abroad. We can organize excursions for gay 
people in our mountains and at our sea coast as well. 
We wait for your proposals. 

We will try to open a gay club and shop but before 
this we have to face many problems. We hope to start 
such a club first in Sofia, but being short of money, 
it’s progressing very slowly. We need contacts with 
companies producing gay videos and movies. Will you 
be so kind and help us to have such contacts or sup¬ 
ply some, even very old, copies of videos, old issues 
of gay magazines, etc. We hope there will be interna¬ 
tional support. We ourselves cannot have success in 
such a country. There is great unemployment in 
Bulgaria, our organization is poor arid it is not possi¬ 
ble to support itself. We need your help. 

We tried some discussions with our police 
authorities about gay life here and we met some un¬ 
derstanding. Some have tried to organize a founda¬ 
tion to help HIV-positive people, but it is going very 
slowly and with many difficulties. 

I conclude this long letter with great hope. We wait 
for your answers and your help. We hope there will 
be international solidarity and an understanding of 
our specific problems which other gay people have not 
faced.

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Things Look Bleak for Boxer 


L t. Gov. Leo McCarthy 
and Rep. Mel Levine 
were wearing smiles 
this week that were no¬ 
ticeably broader than usual, 
and Rep. Barbara Boxer’s 87 
admitted House of Represen¬ 
tatives bank overdrafts were 
the reason. 

Boxer, the Marin Democrat 
who is running against McCar¬ 
thy and Levine in the June 
primary for the party nomina¬ 
tion to succeed retiring U.S. 
Sen. Alan Cranston, had for 
weeks maintained that there 
was “no problem” with her 
House checking account. She 
originally opposed the release 
of the names of House mem¬ 
bers who had overdrawn their 
accounts. As it became obvious 
that the names of all those who 
had played loose and careless 
with their bottomless House 
bank accounts would be releas¬ 
ed, Boxer, like the others in¬ 
volved, frantically flew back to 
California to “explain” the sit¬ 
uation. 

“I should have paid more at¬ 
tention, OK,” Boxer said in one 
of her many damage control in¬ 
terviews, adding that she was 
a “woman who has a hectic 
life.” 

In yet another “explanation,” 
Boxer apparently announced 
that she would be sending the 
federal government $15 for 
each of the 87 checks she ad¬ 
mits to bouncing, making 
everything OK, she obviously 
hoped. Campaign people in 
both McCarthy’s and Levine’s 
camps could barely hide their 
delight with some of Boxer’s 
political enemies, particularly 
those involved in her oppo¬ 
nent’s campaigns, already 
referring to her as “Barbara 
Bouncer.” 

Clearly, the “Rubbergate” 
issue hurts Boxer, who had 
begun to climb in the polls 
against front-runner McCar¬ 
thy. Those running the Boxer- 
for-Senate effort are privately 
admitting that “this couldn’t 
have come at a worse time.” 

Boxer was having problems 
in the public opinion polls, par¬ 
ticularly because she was not 
as well-known as McCarthy, 
who has run for office several 
times statewide. She is now 
getting the kind of publicity 
that she didn’t want. 

“This is the biggest embar¬ 
rassment of my life,” said Box¬ 


er, trying vainly to explain 
away having bounced 87 
checks. “Everybody has warts 
and everybody has pluses,” she 
said. 

Boxer, saying she was too 
busy to keep her account in 
order, offered some reasons, 
such as being too busy trying 
to save the rain forests, etc. 

How can someone who is 
said to be personally wealthy, 
have a wealthy husband and 
earn an annual salary of 
$130,000 still manage to 
bounce dozens of checks? 
You’d have to be very busy not 
to notice, I guess. 

Can Boxer overcome this 
check-writing scandal and go 
on to defeat McCarthy and 
Levine in June for the nomina¬ 
tion? I doubt it. 

As one well-known local 
Democratic Party consultant 
said rather crudely Saturday, 
“You can stick a fork into Bar¬ 
bara Boxer—she’s done.” 

Another U.S. Senate candi¬ 
date from California, Rep. 
William Dannemeyer, the 
bigoted homophobe from 
Orange County who is battling 
interim Sen. John Seymour for 
the GOP’s “short seat” 
nomination, also got caught in 
the “Rubbergate” scandal. 

The do-gooder anti-gay Dan¬ 
nemeyer, who had little chance 
of winning the nomination to 
begin with, is in even deeper 
trouble with Republican 
voters. 

The only good thing about 
Dannemeyer running for the 
Senate is that he will not win 
the nomination, and the House 
will also be rid of him. 

Along with the Senate’s 
Jesse Helms, Dannemeyer has 
done more to destroy the 
federal government’s fight 
against the AIDS epidemic 
than any other member of 
Congress, and it can only be 
good news that the political 
career of this son-of-a-bitch is 
now clearly in sight. 

Famed national columnist 
Marilyn Beck on the soon-to- 
be-released film “Basic In¬ 
stinct”: “Michael Douglas’ 
‘Basic Instinct’ is manipulative, 
ill-conceived, illogical in parts. 
It’s a shame to see Michael 
Douglas, once regarded as one 
of the most brilliant film¬ 
maker/actors in Hollywood, 
demean his talents in this 
‘basic’ way.” 


The Los Angeles Times sees 
California’s two U.S. Senate 
races ending this way: Dianne 
Feinstein easily defeats Gray 
Davis in the June primary and 
then goes on to clobber John 
Seymour in November. 
Former L.A. television com¬ 
mentator Bruce Herschen- 
sohn, with a last-minute en¬ 
dorsement from another GOP 
Senate hopeful, Sonny Bono, 
edges past Rep. Tom Campbell 
to win the GOP nomination for 
the Cranston six-year term but 
loses in a close race to Demo¬ 
crat Leo McCarthy in the Nov¬ 
ember general election 
(sounds about right to me). 

While famed Hollywood 
director Oliver Stone (of “JFK” 
fame) has confirmed that he 
will not direct Randy Shilts’ 
“The Mayor of Castro Street” 
about the life of Harvey Milk, 
he will produce the film for 
Warner Bros, along with Craig 
Zadan and Neil Meron. The 
new director for the film will 
be named shortly. 

And for those who really 
care, Oliver Stone, in an inter¬ 
view with the Advocate, said 
he “won’t deny” ever having 
had a homosexual experience, 
but added that “that’s all I’m 
going to say on the subject.” 

With Arkansas Gov. Bill 
Clinton seemingly headed for 
the Democratic Party’s presi¬ 
dential nomination, the guess¬ 
ing game has begun as to who 
his vice president choice will 
be. If I were a betting man, I 
would probably place a few 
bucks on New Jersey Sen. Bill 
Bradley. 

Actress Elizabeth Taylor, a 
leader in the battle against 
AIDS who has raised millions 
to fight the disease, was 
overheard proudly telling 
friends in Los Angeles that her 
new husband, Larry Forten- 
sky, also has joined the battle 
“to help in his own way” and, 
in fact, spends two days a week 
at an L.A. church packaging 
meals for homebound AIDS 
patients. 

Don’t invite Jerry Brown 
and Rep. Barney Frank to the 
same cocktail party. While in 
the Bay Area last week, Frank, 
commenting on the presiden¬ 
tial candidates, said about the 
former California governor: 
“He’s probably the most 
thoroughly dishonest guy run-

To help further its fight 
against AIDS in Ireland, a 
country where the rate of in¬ 
fection increase is among the 
world’s highest, the AIDS 
group Gael Force has joined 
forces with Irish-American 
groups in the Bay Area. 

Gael Force’s Elgy Gille¬ 
spie, who also edits San Fran¬ 
cisco Review of Books, said 
that the HIV infection rate in 
Ireland “is shockingly sharp, 
it doubles inside of a year.” 

“Ireland probably has the 
steepest rate of increase in 
the world, including African 
countries, primarily because 
of a crisis of information,” 
Gillespie said. “People aren’t 
aware of the true facts.” 

Gael Force is working 
with the Irish Lesbian and 
Gay Organization of San 
Francisco. Although ILGO 
chapters in Boston and New 
York have fought to march in 
St. Patrick’s Day parades, gay 
and lesbian groups here have 
marched in the parade since 
1980. 

Gael Force and ILGO 
members handed out AIDS 
literature March 15 before the 
parade was rained out. 

“We look forward to work¬ 
ing with ILGO in the future,” 
Gael Force board member 
Conor Fleming said. 

ILGO’s Martin Gould said 
that the group’s primary fo¬ 
cus in the United States is 
providing social and other 
support to immigrants. 

Both ILGO and Gael Force 
are committed to raising con¬ 
sciousness about AIDS in Ire¬ 
land and persuading the na¬ 
tional health system there to 
pursue a more vigorous pro¬ 
gram of early intervention. 

According to a recent arti¬ 
cle in Time magazine, there 
are more than 1,000 HIV-pos¬ 
itive people in Ireland. Ac¬ 
tivists believe the actual num¬ 
ber is closer to 3,000 and 
growing exponentially be¬ 
cause of a lack of information 
on safe sex and the impor¬ 
tance of clean needles.

Achtenberg Feted 
At Lesbian Banquet

LOS ANGELES - The 
night belonged to San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg, the only politi¬ 
cian at the March 14 South¬ 
ern California Women for Un¬ 
derstanding’s annual awards 
banquet not campaigning for 
votes. 

And because she was not 
campaigning, Achtenberg al¬ 
lowed herself to be overcome 
with emotion at the love and 
heartfelt tributes heaped on 
her by a grateful and admir¬ 
ing lesbian, gay and straight 
audience. 

Former San Francisco 
mayor and U.S. Senate candi¬ 
date Dianne Feinstein pre¬ 
sented Achtenberg with 
SCWU’s Lesbian Rights 
Award for her long list of 
“firsts” fighting for legal 
rights for lesbians and gays, 
her long-standing involve¬ 
ment in community-based or¬ 
ganizations, and her author¬ 
ship and promotion of a suc¬ 
cessful legislative agenda. 

Feinstein noted that Acht¬ 
enberg could “take it on the 
chin” in the “turbulent, diffi¬ 
cult and sometimes demean¬ 
ing process” that is politics. 
She also pointed out the “joy” 
in Achtenberg’s relationship 
with her life partner Munici¬ 
pal Court Judge Mary Morgan 
and their 6-year-old son, Ben- 
jie. 

Achtenberg started crying 
when presented with her first 
Proclamation from L.A. 
County Supervisor Gloria 
Molina by Molina aide Jackie 
Goldberg. Proclamations and 
resolutions that followed 
were awarded from Lt. Gov. 
Leo McCarthy, San Francisco 
Mayor Frank Jordan (by aide 
Jean Harris), state Sen. David 
Roberti, West Hollywood 
City Council (by Mayor Paul 
Koretz), and Controller Gray 
Davis. Scores of lesbian and 
gay leaders also paid their re¬ 
spect to Achtenberg. 

Laughing and relaxed, 
Achtenberg told the crowd 
that being honored that night 
was like “New Years and my 
birthday all wrapped up in 
one. And those who know me 
know that I value nothing 
more than I value my birth¬ 
day.” 

She then paid special 
homage to Feinstein: “Be¬ 
cause of you, I became con¬ 
scious of myself as a free 
woman.” Achtenberg said 
that Feinstein “blazed so 
many trails” and “added her 
voice to ours” since 1972, and 
she looked forward to Fein¬ 
stein “taking the cause” to 


Washington. 

Achtenberg also acknowl¬ 
edged lesbian legends Phyllis 
Lyon and Del Martin who 
“could see a time somewhere 
in the mind’s eye and heart 
when we could live our lives 
as free people who could 
make contributions (even in 
the) most mundane way.” 

Lyon and Martin had 
flown down from San Fran¬ 
cisco to attend the dinner. 
They sat with other lesbian 
legends Ivy Bottini and John¬ 
nie Phelps among the SCWU 
crowd of 355. 

Perhaps the most touching 
moment of the evening came 
when Achtenberg paid tribute 
to Mary, her “inspiration,” 
partner, and Benjie’s mother. 

“Sometimes it’s been diffi¬ 
cult being in the public eye 
because there are so few of us 
who are privileged enough 
and therefore free enough to 
act just like plain folks, act as 
a couple,” she said. But often, 
when she “considers compro¬ 
mise when no compromise 
should be in order,” or when 
she is tired of fighting and 
“willing to pass when I don’t 
have the energy, I think of 
you ... and how you stood up 
for us (in the courts) — and ev¬ 
erything you represent and I : 
can find the strength to go on 
and fight the good fight. 
Thank you for my freedom 
today.” 

In her closing remarks 
Achtenberg hinted that she 
will go on to other political 
posts. In an interview later, 
Achtenberg said she antici¬ 
pates running for re-election 
in 1994 but noted that in 1996 
state Assembly and Senate 
seats become open. She also 
confirmed that she considers 
the mayor’s job an option. “I 
hope to be the right woman 
for the right job at the right 
time,” Achtenberg said with a 
smile. 

Feinstein took the prize 
for second “belle of the ball.” 
The U.S. Senate candidate 
for the seat now held by Re¬ 
publican Sen. John Seymour 
was constantly swarmed by 
admirers and lesbians grate¬ 
ful for the progressive posi¬ 
tions she has taken over the 
years. 

Feinstein’s keynote speech 
was well received, interrupt¬ 
ed often with applause and 
laughter. Rep. Barbara Boxer, 
who is running for the U.S. 
Senate seat being vacated by 
Sen. Alan Cranston, also ap¬ 
peared briefly and was “up¬ 
lifted” by response from les¬ 
bians unconcerned about her 
involvement in the House 
check-kiting controversy. ▼ 


Church Leaders Getting 
Out the Christian Vote

SACRAMENTO - A 
prayer breakfast for politi¬ 
cized pastors of area funda¬ 
mentalist and evangelical 
churches was held in Sacra¬ 
mento this week. The pur¬ 
pose? To alert pastors to the 
need for registering their con¬ 
gregations to vote; to deny 
the need for a separation of 
church and state; and to con¬ 
firm the “plan to make this a 
Christian nation as our 
Founding Fathers intended.” 

Similar programs have 
been implemented in south¬ 
ern California with astound¬ 
ing success, especially in San 
Diego and Orange County. 
Most of the speakers men¬ 
tioned abortion and homosex¬ 
uality in their talks and 
scoffed at the idea that church 
and state should be separate. 

Noteworthy among the 
speakers at the breakfast 
were the heads of what have 
been termed “two of the 
fastest growing churches in 
North America,” Glen Cole of 
the Capital Christian Center 
and Henry Wells of the Fair 
Oaks Presbyterian Church. 

Among those addressing 
the crowd was Charles 
Codings, president of the Ra¬ 
ley’s Corporation, a self-de¬ 
scribed “citizen of heaven” 
who also claimed his citizen¬ 
ship on earth and urged the 
election of righteous people. 

He mentioned San Fran¬ 


cisco’s KGO Radio’s “God 
Talk” host Bernie Ward, who 
had heard about the purpose 
of the prayer breakfast and 
who had publicly urged a 
boycott of Raley’s because of 
the separation of church and 
state issue. 

Codings, who had heard of 
Ward’s objections from one of 
his Bay Area employees, said 
that he was there as a private 
citizen and not as Raley’s 
president. However, Codings’ 
name and title were listed on 
the agenda which also had an 
acknowledgment that Ra¬ 
ley’s supplied the food for the 
breakfast meeting. 

The Christian Citizenship 
Campaign of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia addressed the group. 
They were careful to warn of 
the pitfalls of advocating the 
choice of a political party or a 
particular candidate. 

However, a simplistic fact 
sheet included in a packet 
which was given to everyone 
present was divided into 
three columns. The first col¬ 
umn identified issues such as 
abortion, gay rights, pornogra¬ 
phy, taxes, religion and school 
vouchers. 

The second column was re¬ 
served for the Democrats 
who were described as being 
for abortion, gay rights, 
pornography, higher taxes, 
freedom from religion and 
against school vouchers while 
the next column described 
the Republicans with oppo¬ 


site views — but ones which 
were obviously supported by 
the group’s common religious 
beliefs. 

Attorney David Llewelyn 
of the Western Law Center 
was on hand to answer any 
legal questions, but most 
were covered in another 
booklet which covered issues 
like church involvement in 
the electoral process and pro¬ 
tecting their IRS tax-exempt 
status. The booklet, prepared 
by the Christian Citizenship 
Campaign, tells the clergy 
that as individuals they can 
endorse candidates for public 
office — even from the pulpit. 

A video made by Red 
Barn Productions, which is 
owned by former legislator 
H.L. Richardson, was shown. 
It featured Barbara Albee, a 
declared candidate running 
against B.T. Collins in the 
5th Assembly District, and 
H.L. Richardson, who is run¬ 
ning against Congressmember 
Vic Fazio. The video used 
some footage from the San 
Francisco Pride Parade to de¬ 
pict the forces of evil and fo¬ 
cused on the need to bring 
morality back to the nation 
and the importance of elect¬ 
ing public officials who have 
the same Christian values and 
dedication to family and 
church issues. ▼

Another HIV-Positive 
Actor Comes Out

At first glance the half¬ 
page ad in the Feb. 25 issue 
of Daily Variety looks like 
any other entertainment in¬ 
dustry ad for a television 
show or an actor or photogra¬ 
pher promoting their talents. 
But something about it brings 
the eye back. 

“HIV-positive actor ap¬ 
plauds ‘Life Goes On’ in its 
public attempt to employ 
openly HIV-positive actors,” 
reads the headline, and in 
even larger type is the name 
Kevin D. Lindsay. 

At the side of a fetching 
blue jeans and black leather 
jacket shot of Lindsay is the 
photo credit: “Photography 
by Michael Richard Greene, 
who died of AIDS, Aug. 7, 
1991.” 

Lindsay, it turns out, did 
not even audition for the 
“Life Goes On” segment he 
applauds. He was home at 
the time in Las Vegas, N.M. 
(65 miles from Santa Fe), 
where he has been living with 
his lover since he tested pos¬ 
itive four years ago. They just 
opened a greeting card com¬ 
pany and gift outlet where 
they create and distribute 
their own “Whoop-Dee-Doo” 
greeting card line. They also 
distribute the National Com¬ 
ing Out Day cards. 

Lindsay found out about 
the auditions for actors with 
HIV from Michael Kearns, 
who was discussing the show 
on ABC’s “Good Morning 
America.” 

Kearns came out about his 
HIV-positive status after actor 
Brad Davis’ death in Septem¬ 
ber. Shortly thereafter, actor 
Dack Rambo also came out as 
HIV positive and left his fea¬ 
tured role in a popular soap 
opera. 

Lindsay, who at 30 has 
more than 22 national com¬ 
mercials, 10 films and five TV 
shows under his “all-Ameri¬ 
can kid” belt, left the business 
and left the state. 

“It was hard enough deal¬ 
ing with the homophobia,” 
Lindsay said in an interview 
before returning to New Mex¬ 
ico. “I had an awakening. I 
had the choice of either cover¬ 
ing it (his HIV status) up — 
and consequently carrying ex¬ 
tra baggage around — or being 
honest about it, learning 
about it and accepting it. Im¬ 
mediately my virus for me 
became a blessing. All of a 
sudden, life changed. I had 
been working constantly for 
10 years and had gotten in¬ 
volved with a lot of drugs and 
then depression. I was on a 


slow suicide path. ... But to¬ 
day I’m happy.” 

Lindsay says he’s been off 
drugs, alcohol and sleeping 
pills for more than 4V2 years, 
and — the really “big deal” — 
he quit smoking a year ago. 

Seeing Kearns and hearing 
about “Life Goes On” made 
Lindsay both excited and an¬ 
gry. He thought about his 
friend, Peter Tramm, who 
was dancing with Cher on her 
world tour. 

“No one knew he was sick. 
That’s how bad the disease is 
— how bad Hollywood is. He 
was afraid of being exposed 
(as being HIV positive). So 
one day he went into the hos¬ 
pital and a week later he 
died. (Tramm died last Sep¬ 
tember.) 


“People within Hollywood 
have the power to make a dif¬ 
ference, and they’re not doing 
it,” Lindsay said. “Yes, they 
raise a lot of money, wear 
their red ribbons, and they’ve 
done a wonderful job with 
Hollywood Supports. But at 
the same time they’re bigots. 
They’re sending a double 
message: it’s OK to do all 
these wonderful things for 
people with AIDS, but it’s not 
okay to hire them. It all 
comes back to homophobia, 
ignorance and fear.” 

All the more reason, Lind¬ 
say says, to congratulate and 
encourage the industry when 
they do something right. “I do 
not feel,” Lindsay writes in 
his ad, “we must play only 
gay or HIV-positive roles, nor 
do I feel someone who is het¬ 
erosexual or HIV— should not 
play these roles. I urge our in¬ 
dustry to take a strong stand 
against ignorance, fear and 
discrimination in all of its 
forms. I also call on other gay 
and HIV-positive members of 
our industry to come out and 
lead the way on this issue.” 

Since taking out the ad, 
Lindsay is now working with 
Hollywood Supports Execu¬ 
tive Director Rich Jennings to 
create an HIV/AIDS educa¬ 
tion video for in-industry dis¬ 
tribution. “I want to make op¬ 
portunities for HIV-positive 
actors to work openly,” he 
said. “If I get a job, that’s icing 
on the cake. But it’s not my 
focus. I have a life. But I want 
to make a difference. Some¬ 
times it just takes one person 
to encourage another and 
that’s how we change ... I 
don’t intend to let HIV off 
that easily.” ▼ 


Freeway AIDS Memorial 
Planned Near Fundie Center

SACRAMENTO - Sacra¬ 
mento’s gay and lesbian River 
City Democratic Club has fi¬ 
nalized an agreement with 
the state Transportation De¬ 
partment to sponsor an AIDS 
memorial tree-planting pro¬ 
ject as part of the depart¬ 
ment’s highway beautification 
program. 

Ironically, the AIDS 
memorial will stand at the 
main highway exit ramp to 
the Capital Christian Center, 
the church led by fundamen¬ 
talist Glen Cole who preaches 
that AIDS is God’s judgment 
on the unrighteous. 

A dedication ceremony at 
the road site is planned for 
March 29. 

The trees will be planted 
at the Bradshaw Road on- 


and off-ramps on Highway 50 
in Sacramento and will be 
dedicated as a living AIDS 
memorial by the club. 

RCDC Co-Chair Michael 
Boyd said the club would 
have to water and care for the 
trees until they are strong 
enough to exist on their own. 

“I’d like to plant some 
flowers there too,” Boyd said, 
“So there will be some color to 
draw the eye to the memorial 
sign.” 

Boyd also said he wanted 
to have rainbow stakes with 
names on them for each tree 
purchased in memory of 
someone who has died of 
AIDS. 

“This is not just a gay and 
lesbian memorial, it’s for ev¬ 
eryone, the men, the women 
and the children who have 
succumbed to this terrible dis¬ 


ease,” Boyd said. 

A few years ago Cole 
spearheaded a walkout on the 
city’s Interfaith Council when 
that group voted to accept the 
local Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church in membership. 

Boyd wryly admitted to 
finding a certain amount of 
irony in the location of the 
memorial. 

“They’ll just have to get 
over it, won’t they,” he said. 
“This disease and these 
deaths are not something that 
can just be dismissed or ig¬ 
nored, it’s something every¬ 
one will have to deal with. 
Everyone.” 

Official highway signs 
reading “River City Demo. 
Club AIDS Memorial” will go 
up some time after the dedi¬ 
cation ceremony. ▼

Dinkins, Cuomo Bow Out 
As Gays Barred From Parade

NEW YORK — Thousands 
of Irish and would-be Irish 
stepped off March 17 in the 
nation’s oldest St. Patrick’s 
Day parade amid sign-waving 
protests from Irish homosex¬ 
uals banned from the march. 

Mayor David Dinkins and 
Gov. Mario Cuomo both re¬ 
fused to march in the parade 
because the gay group was 
banned. Dinkins, however, 
entertained visitors from Ire¬ 
land at Grade Mansion at a 
breakfast that included Irish 
oatmeal. 

The Irish Lesbian and Gay 
Organization, joined by state 
and city officials, staged its 
own march up a portion of 
Fifth Avenue two hours be¬ 
fore the official march. 

They carried signs reading 
“Inhospitality is the True Sin 
of Sodom,” “I am an out and 
proud Irish Fairy” and “Kiss 
an Irish Queer Today.” 

There were no reports of 
violence along the 54-block 
parade route, which was lined 
with thousands of police. 

About 150,000 paraders, in¬ 
cluding 200 marching units 
with 150 bands and 50 bag¬ 
pipe bands, undaunted by 
swirling snow and 36-degree 
temperatures, marched up 
Fifth Avenue, cheered by 
crowds packing sidewalks 
along the route. 

In the traditional Mass at 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral before 
the parade started, Cardinal 
John O’Connor called for 
“love and no hatred in your 
hearts.” He pleaded for no “vi¬ 
olence of any sort — mental, 
moral or physical.” 

A federal judge ruled 
March 16 that the parade’s 
sponsors, the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians, did not have to

include the gay group in the 
march. 

The Hibernians had threat¬ 
ened to call off the 232nd pa¬ 
rade, arguing the event is a 
Roman Catholic parade that 
must reflect church teachings 
that homosexuality is a sin. 

Last year Dinkins marched 
with the gay Irish group 
when they joined a dissident 
division of the Hibernians. 
Along the route they were 
jeered and showered with 
beer. 

Cuomo blamed his absence 
on the budget mess in Albany 
but at the same time criti¬ 
cized the Hibernians. 

“If the parade is to be a re¬ 
ligious statement, it should be 
one that emphasizes humility 
and inclusion,” he said. 

About 400 persons 
marched with the Irish Les¬ 
bian and Gay Organization in 
their protest parade from 59th 


to 64th streets near the re¬ 
viewing stand. 

With them was state At¬ 
torney General Robert 
Abrams, city Comptroller 
Elizabeth Holtzman, City 
Council President Andrew 
Stein and Manhattan Bor¬ 
ough President Ruth 
Messinger. 

Abrams and Holtzman are 
campaigning to be the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate to oppose 
Sen. Alfonse D’Amato, R- 
N.Y., this fall.

our society,” Abrams said. 
“They should be allowed to 
demonstrate their pride in

Gay Marchers Booed 
In Boston Parade

BOSTON — Gays and les¬ 
bians were booed and threat¬ 
ened as they marched before 
600,000 people who turned 
out for the St. Patrick’s Day 
parade in South Boston 
March 15. 

Gay rights activists ob¬ 
tained a court order last week 
allowing them to march as an 
organized unit for the first 
time in the 91-year-old pa¬ 
rade, sparking angry protests 
from residents and officials of 
the predominantly Irish- 
American, blue-collar neigh¬ 
borhood. > 

The 25 gay marchers, pro¬ 
tected by a heavy police pres¬ 
ence, were persistently show¬ 
ered with boos, insults and 
threats along the parade 
route. 

Grade-school kids and 
grandmothers screamed ex¬ 
pletives at the gay marchers. 

“I booed the fags. I’ve done 
my job,” said Neil Martin of 
Boston’s Jamaica Plain sec¬ 
tion. “I can go home now.” 

The gays responded to the 
taunts with "Thank you 
Southie! We love you.” 

Eight people were arrested 
during the afternoon-long 
event on charges of drunken¬ 
ness, assault and battery, and 
disorderly conduct. 

Although police said there 
were no civil rights arrests, a 
number of youths were taken 
away by police after harass¬ 
ing the gay marchers. One 
man was arrested for expos¬ 
ing himself in front of the 
group. 

At one point a smoke 
bomb was set off near the 
marchers, but no injuries 
were reported. 

“It was scary and exhilarat¬ 
ing at the same time,” said 


Barbra Kay, a gay march or¬ 
ganizer. “I was very afraid, 
but I was really proud to be 
there.” 

She said the gay group 
planned to march again next 
year, but parade organizers 
disagree. 

"They were forced in 
here,” parade organizer John 
Hurley said. “But it will nev¬ 
er, ever happen again.” 

The organizers have 
vowed to sever all ties with 
the city so that they will have 
exclusive rights in determin¬ 
ing who will march in the pa¬ 
rade in the future. 

Organizers received a 
small amount of city money 
to help with the parade plan¬ 
ning and were allowed to use 
official city letterhead for 
their correspondence. 

The Irish-American Gay, 
Lesbian and Bisexual Gay 
Pride Committee won a court 
order from Superior Court 
Judge Hiller Zobel last week, 
based on the group’s First 
Amendment right of freedom 
of expression. 

“Their First Amendment 
rights? It makes me sick,” 
City Councilor Dapper 
O’Neil said. “They will never, 
never march in another pa¬ 
rade. We are going to raise 
our own money and control 
the parade.” 

“I don’t think it’s a day to 
express your sexual prefer¬ 
ence,” City Councilor James 
Kelly of South Boston said. 
“This is a family day. This is 
a fun day. This is a celebra¬ 
tion.” 

City Councilor David 
Scondras, who is gay, praised 
the gay marchers. 

“We are so proud of your 
courage,” Scondras said. “You 
make us proud to be lesbian, 
gay and bisexual.” ▼ 


Judge Upholds 
Suit Against Georgia

A federal judge in Atlanta 
last week upheld an employ¬ 
ment lawsuit brought by a 
lesbian lawyer whose job of¬ 
fer was rescinded because she 
planned to marry another 
woman. 

Georgia Attorney General 
Michael Bowers said he with¬ 
drew Robin Joy Shahar’s job 
offer in order to ensure public 
perception that his depart¬ 
ment was enforcing the 
state’s law against sodomy. 

In rejecting Bowers’ posi¬ 
tion, U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard Freeman character¬ 
ized Bowers’ arguments as 
"disingenuous,” "non- 
responsive,” “inappropriate” 
afid “improper.” 

The court’s decision per¬ 
mits the plaintiff to proceed 
on all four of her legal claims: 
freedom of religion, freedom 
of association, due process 
and equal protection. 

The judge directed parties 
to gather evidence for trial. 

“This is a resounding victo¬ 
ry for lesbians and gay men,” 
said William Rubenstein, di¬ 
rector of the ACLU’s national 
Lesbian and Gay Rights Pro¬ 
ject. “The court’s decision 
carefully demonstrates that 


constitutional claims on be¬ 
half of gay people are deserv¬ 
ing of serious treatment.” 

Shahar worked for the 
Georgia Department of Law 
during the summer before 
her graduation from Emory 
University Law School in 
1991. Upon graduation she 
was offered a permanent posi¬ 
tion and told to begin work 
last September. 

But the offer was with¬ 
drawn when Shahar told the 
deputy attorney general that 
she planned to marry her fe¬ 
male partner and take her last 
name. 

“I am delighted,” said Sha¬ 
har, who went ahead with the 
wedding last July 28. “As an 
attorney, I am thrilled to have 
a judge who has obviously 
given such careful attention to 
my claims. I am looking for¬ 
ward to moving ahead with 
the case.” 

In his ruling, Freeman said 
that Bowers “over cites and 
misrepresents Bowers v. 
Hardwick,” a 1986 Supreme 
Court challenge in which 
Bowers successfully defended 
Georgia’s anti-sodomy law. 

Georgia is one of 24 states 
that outlaws sodomy. ▼

INDIANAPOLIS - A man 
being held for murder has 
confessed to killing a homo¬ 
sexual and is a suspect in a 
series of at least 10 slayings of 
gay men in Indiana and Ohio, 
police said. 

Christopher C McClain, 
21, has admitted killing Larry 
A. Shaw, 37, Marion County 
sheriffs detectives said. 

Shaw was found dead of a 
gunshot to the head Feb. 16 
in his car on the Indianapolis 
west side. 

Police had suspected Mc¬ 
Clain in that slaying original¬ 
ly, because he had been 
charged with robbing, assault¬ 
ing and binding Shaw in an 
earlier case. 

Investigators dropped that 
lead, however, after learning 
McClain was under home ar¬ 
rest on an electronic monitor¬ 
ing program when Shaw 
died. 


McClain, an Ohio native, 
has denied any involvement 
in at least 10 slayings from 
1985 to 1990 of teen-agers and 
young men whose bodies 
were found in central Indiana 
and western Ohio, police said. 

“We are looking at him as 
possibly being linked to the 
homosexual killings because 
of certain similarities,” said 
sheriffs Detective William 
Harrison. 

He said McClain had ac¬ 
knowledged a dislike for gays 
and said those feelings led to 
his original attack on Shaw. 

Shaw picked up McClain 
in front of an adult bookstore 
Oct. 19, authorities said. They 
said McClain went to Shaw’s 
apartment, where McClain 
choked and bound Shaw after 
having sex with him, robbed 
him and stole his car. 

Harrison said McClain was 
sexually abused in childhood 
by a man and has expressed a 
pent-up rage about that expe¬ 


rience. 

Police said they believe 
McClain killed Shaw so Shaw 
could not testify against him 
and send him to prison. They 
said he telephoned Shaw Feb. 
16, allegedly to apologize, but 
actually to kill him. 

Investigators said they be¬ 
lieve McClain accomplished 
the killing between calls from 
the telephone monitoring sys¬ 
tem that is part of the home 
detention arrangements. 

McClain was called about 
11:35 p.m. Feb. 15 and again 
at 6:35 a.m. Feb. 16, they said. 
Shaw died between 3:30 a.m. 
and 6 a.m. Feb. 16, authorities 
estimated. 

A pre-trial administrator, 
Wendi A. Foster, said people 
on home detention should get 
12 to 16 calls a day. She said 
the gap between calls to Mc¬ 
Clain seemed to be a long 
one. ▼ 


N.Y. Sets 
Guidelines 
To Curb 
TB

ALBANY, N.Y. - The 
state Health Department Fri¬ 
day issued strict new guide¬ 
lines for hospital workers 
aimed at stemming the 
spread of the tuberculosis epi¬ 
demic in New York City. 

Spokeswoman Fran Tar- 
leton said the department ex¬ 
pects as many as 5,000 new 
cases of TB to be diagnosed 
in 1992. More than 4,400 were 
diagnosed last year, 3,700 of 
them in the city, she said. 

The new guidelines call for 
immediate isolation and test¬ 
ing of anyone doctors even 
suspect of having TB, and for 
doctors, students, volunteers 
and staffers to wear special 
masks in suspected TB pa¬ 
tients’ rooms. 

“A lot of doctors haven’t 
had to deal with TB” in re¬ 
cent years, Tarleton said. “We 
don’t want them to wait until 
the lab tests come back.” 

She said people with 
AIDS or the AIDS-related 
HIV virus should be assumed 
to have TB because the dis¬ 
ease is more prevalent among 
people with damaged im¬ 
mune systems. 

The new rules may be ex¬ 
pensive to follow, Tarleton 
said. “There will certainly be 
some costs for the masks and 
respirators, but I think in the 
New York City area, because 
of the number of cases there, 
hospitals are going to have to 
do some major renovations to 
create special isolation 
rooms,” she said. 

The guidelines call for hos¬ 
pitals to have isolation rooms 
with “air ventilation systems, 
negative air flow to prevent 
air escape when doors are 
opened, and ultraviolet lights 
to kill TB bacteria.” ▼ 


National Briefs 


HRCF Endorses United Way Boycott 

The Human Rights Campaign fund has endorsed a national 
boycott of United Way because of the group’s financial sup¬ 
port for the Boy Scouts of America. The Campaign Fund’s 
goal for the boycott is to ensure that the United Way enforces 
its stated non-discrimination policy for all charitable recipi¬ 
ents. A resolution supporting the boycott was adopted last 
month at an HCRF board meeting in San Francisco. HCRF 
recommends that UW recipients that do not discriminate 
on the basis of sexual orientation identify themselves 
publicly so they may receive direct donations. For more in¬ 
formation about the boycott, call HRCF at 202-648-4160. 

Methodists: Homosexuality a Top Issue 

United Methodist General Conference delegates for the sec¬ 
ond time have ranked homosexuality as a top issue facing 
the legislative body, although some delegates disagree. In a 
survey by the United Methodist Reporter, 426 of the 607 
U.S. delegates — roughly half of all 882 U.S. delegates — list¬ 
ed homosexuality as one of the three most important issues 
facing the assembly. In an earlier survey of delegates con¬ 
ducted by the church’s General Council on Ministries, ho¬ 
mosexuality was ranked among the top five issues. But 
United Methodist Reporter Associate Editor. Douglas Can¬ 
non said that many delegates responding to the survey do 
not want homosexuality to be a top issue. “Homosexuality 
is not the most important issue facing the church,” an 
unidentified delegate from Iowa responded on the survey. 

“It’s unfortunate that this issue will consume great quanti¬ 
ties of energy, emotion and valuable time when the great 
concerns of the world receive scant attention — poverty, the 
environment, etc.” 

Fla. Court Rules for Fired Gay Officer 

In a case expected to wind up in the Florida Supreme Court, 
a jury ruled in favor of a deputy sheriff fired because he is 
gay. And in an unexpected move, the local Fraternal Order of 
Police also voted to condemn the firing. Orange County Sher¬ 
iff Walter Gallagher was charged with violating Deputy Sher¬ 
iff Thomas Woodard’s constitutional rights, including his right 
to privacy under the Florida Constitution. With the jury up¬ 
holding Woodard’s claim of forced resignation, the court now 
will conduct a hearing on the constitutional issues of the right 
to privacy, equal protection and civil rights for gays and les¬ 
bians. In April 1989, after learning that Woodard is gay, Gal¬ 
lagher launched an investigation into Woodard’s off-duty per¬ 
sonal life that included a lie detector test about Woodard’s 
sexual relationships. Woodard was then forced to resign. 

Evan Wolfson, of Lam da Legal Defense and Education Fund 
and co-counsel for Woodard, said the decision is part of “a sea 
of change in the public’s attitudes and understanding of gay 
people.”

Patients Sue Dental Chain 
Citing Anti-HIV Discrimination

LOS ANGELES - Five 
major AIDS and civil rights 
organizations have joined 
with a private law firm to file 
what they hope will be a 
“precedent-setting lawsuit on 
behalf of people living with 
AIDS” against health-care 
workers who allegedly prac¬ 
tice AIDS discrimination. 

In a March 5 news confer¬ 
ence at AIDS Project Los An¬ 
geles, Katie Wohn, an attor¬ 
ney with Tuttle & Taylor, an¬ 
nounced that the legal coali¬ 
tion filed a lawsuit against 
Western Dental Services Inc., 
a chain of 39 dental clinics 
that advertises under the 
name Dr. Beauchamp, the 
Credit Dentist. 

The suit claims that health¬ 
care workers at Western Den¬ 
tal Services denied treatment 
to four HIV-infected men 
once their health status was 
known. 

The first time Phil 
Lawrence, 35, went to West¬ 
ern Dental Clinic was in May 
1991 with a bad toothache. 
He filled out the question¬ 
naire, honestly relaying that 
he was HIV positive. He re¬ 
turned in July when the 
toothache acted up again. 
When the receptionist could 
not find his file, he filled out 
another, once again indicating 
that he was HIV positive. 

However, when the recep¬ 
tionist saw the notation, 
Lawrence said she “loudly” 


announced, “You’re HIV pos¬ 
itive” in front of other people 
in the waiting room. 

Other co-workers huddled 
around the receptionist, 
Lawrence said, until she final¬ 
ly told him they could not 
treat him because he was 
HIV positive. 

“I left that office in great 
pain and feeling like a dog 
with its tail between my legs. 
I was really hurt and angry,” 
he told the news conference. 
“When I was walking home, I 
was wondering what I was 
going to have to go through. 
If a dentist turns me away, 
will other doctors do the 
same thing? Can they?” 

“No, they can’t,” said John 
Emerson, chief deputy to City 
Attorney James Hahn, who an¬ 
nounced that the City Attor¬ 
ney’s Office is intervening in 
the suit. 

Emerson said the city was 
authorized to seek fines of up 
to $2,500 for each act of un¬ 
lawful business practice. 

“We will be seeking the 
maximum amount in each in¬ 
stance,” he said. 

The city will also seek an 
injunction under the city’s 
AIDS discrimination ordi¬ 
nance against the dental clin¬ 
ics from practicing AIDS dis¬ 
crimination. 

Richard Lewis, past presi¬ 
dent of the California Dental 
Association, also participated 
in the news conference, reiter¬ 
ating that it is CDA policy 
that all member dentists treat 


— “within the scope of their 
practice — all patients without 
regard to their HIV status.” 

Lewis said that all dentists 
must follow universal precau¬ 
tions and the CDA has pro¬ 
duced a videotape to teach 
dentists how to do that. 

“Every dentist treats AIDS 
patients whether he knows it 
or not,” Lewis said. 

During the news confer¬ 
ence Wohn referred to the 
“overpublicized case” of Flori¬ 
da dentist Dr. Acer who is 
believed to have infected sev¬ 
eral of his patients, including 
Kimberly Bergalis, with 
HIV. 

Lewis later said that DNA 
tests confirmed that the pa¬ 
tients did contract the virus 
from Acer who apparently 
did not follow universal pre¬ 
cautions, but no one yet 
knows exactly how the trans¬ 
mission occurred. 

Wohn said that the Acer 
case has led to “a lot of hyste¬ 
ria about AIDS and dentistry, 
despite the fact that the theo¬ 
retical risk of transmission of 
HIV from an infected dentist 
to a patient is 40 times smelli¬ 
er than the risk of being 
killed by a tornado.” 

“AIDS is an excuse for ho¬ 
mophobia,” said APLA Chief 
Executive Officer Lenny 
Bloom, who also noted that 
for a dentist to be openly gay 
after the Acer publicity is to 
“literally risk their liveli¬ 
hood.” ▼ 


7 Reportedly Infected With HIV 
After Receiving Organ Transplants

BOSTON — Seven people 
were infected with the AIDS 
virus by receiving transplant¬ 
ed organs and bones from a 
gunshot victim in a case that 
points up the importance of 
screening donors, government 
researchers said March 11. 

The transplants took place 
after the 22-year-old man died 
in October 1985, but scientists 
did not begin tracking the 
subsequent developments un¬ 
til last year, when a woman 
who received a bone graft 
from the victim tested posi¬ 


tive for the virus, a study re¬ 
ported. 

Altogether tissues, bone 
and organs were transplanted 
into 48 people, scientists at 
the federal Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control in Atlanta re¬ 
ported in The New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

They said all four recipi¬ 
ents of organs and three re¬ 
cipients of fresh frozen bone 
were infected with the human 
immunodeficiency virus. 
However, none of the remain¬ 
ing 34 people who could be 
found and tested were infect¬ 
ed, said chief author Dr. R.J. 


Simone. 

He said there had been 
previous sporadic reports of 
transmission of HIV through 
organ transplantation, and or¬ 
gan donors have been routine¬ 
ly screened for the virus since 
1985. 

However, in this case, the 
donor tested negative for HIV 
and had no known risk fac¬ 
tors for the virus, such as in¬ 
travenous drug use, homosex¬ 
ual contacts or receipt of 
blood transfusions, the re¬ 
searchers reported. ▼

on 16th Street before he was 

attacked. 

Tanner saw the play after 
which he either went for din¬ 
ner or a drink, Rascher said, 
and then was assaulted. 

Whether Tanner will sur¬ 
vive the assault remains un¬ 
certain. 

Anyone with information on 
this attack should contact the 
SFPD at 553-9182. 

$5,000 of the reward for 
the arrest and conviction of 
Tanner’s assailants has been 
posted by Bob Ross, publish¬ 
er of the Bay Area Reporter; 
$2,000 by the Council of Em¬ 
presses of San Francisco; 
$2,000 by the Council of Em¬ 
perors of San Francisco, and 
$1,000 by George Banda. 

Mayor Frank Jordan de¬ 
nounced the assault and 
promised that the “full pow¬ 
er” of the Mayor’s Office 
would be used to apprehend 
the gay bashers. 

“I wish to express my 
heartfelt sympathy to 
Cameron (Tina) Tanner and 
to his many friends, family 


and colleagues during their 
time of need. I am outraged 
at this senseless attack and 
am offering the full power of 
my office to ensure that the 
perpetrators are quickly ap¬ 
prehended, brought to trial, 
convicted and punished to the 
fullest extent of the law,” Jor¬ 
dan said. 

The attack on Tanner is 
the latest incident in the Mis¬ 
sion area. 

“It’s so shocking and hor¬ 
rid. We’re very concerned 
about things that have been 
happening along that corri¬ 
dor,” said Vickie Correa, 
owner of the Victorian The¬ 
atre. “There is a lot of open 
drug dealing and with that 
comes escalating violence. It’s 
an exciting and vibrant area, 
but this stuff puts it on the 
downside.” 

According to Jill Tregor, 
program director of Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence, 
there has been an 11 percent 
increase in hate violence 
against lesbians and gays re¬ 
ported to the agency in the 
past year.

Priest Comes Out 
As HIV-Positive

RICHMOND, Va. - A 
Catholic priest disclosed 
through a local church paper 
that he has AIDS, the first 
area clergyman to publicly ac¬ 
knowledge he has the deadly 
disease and one of the few 
Catholic priests nationwide to 
do so. 

The Rev. Ronald Seguin 
was the pastor of St. Mary’s 
Catholic Church in Henrico 
County for two years. He re¬ 
signed in May 1990 after 
telling the diocesan bishop, 
the Most Rev. Walter Sulli¬ 
van, that he had tested HIV 
positive. Before that, he spent 
10 years as a campus minister 
at the College of William and 
Mary. 

Seguin, 43, declined inter¬ 
view requests, and there was 
no word on how he contracted 
the disease. Sullivan said peo¬ 
ple should not be quick to 
judge him, that instead, 
Seguin should remain in their 
prayers. 

“Father Ron has my full 
support as a brother priest 


who has served in the diocese 
with dedication,” Sullivan 
said. “May God be with him 
each step of his earthly jour¬ 
ney.” 

The statement made to the 
Catholic Virginian, the news¬ 
paper of the Catholic Diocese 
of Virginia, said Sequin 
learned last August that his 
HIV infection had led to 
AIDS. 

As a complication of the 
disease, he has developed 
lymphoma. The statement 
also said his primary infection 
is in the brain. He has been 
treated at the Medical College 
of Virginia. 

The Rev. Frederick Heck- 
el, a Catholic priest who is a 
board member of the Rich¬ 
mond AIDS Ministry, called 
Sequin’s disclosure a “brave, 
brave decision.” 

“I think support for him 
will be overwhelming. We 
can now offer the services of 
the Richmond AIDS Ministry 
to someone who has become 
very endeared to the organi¬ 
zation,” Heckel said. ▼ 


Needle Stick Leaves 
Doctor HIV-Positive

FORT WORTH, Texas - 
A staff physician at John Pe¬ 
ter Smith Hospital confirmed 
March 16 she contracted the 
HIV virus from a patient 
when she was accidentally 
stuck by a hypodermic nee¬ 
dle. 

Dr. Patricia Wetzel, 31, 
said she suffered the needle 
stick last September while 
drawing blood from an AIDS 
patient in the hospital’s infec¬ 
tious disease unit. She tested 
HIV positive in December. 

Wetzel said during a news 
conference at the hospital that 
she was grateful for the sup¬ 
port shown by her friends 
and colleagues, and planned 
to continue her medical work 
with AIDS patients as long as 
her health permits. 

“I had always told my pa¬ 
tients that living with HIV is 
an emotional roller coaster, 
and now I have experienced 
this first-hand,” Wetzel said. 

Wetzel said she hoped to 


become a spokeswoman for a 
national educational and sup¬ 
port program for women and 
health-care workers infected 
with the virus. Her husband 
also is a staff doctor at the 
hospital. 

“I am determined not to 
live my life in shame or fear 
of how others may respond to 
me, knowing that I am HIV 
infected,” Wetzel said. “I have 
seen far too many patients ex¬ 
perience emotional and phys¬ 
ical isolation because of their 
HIV status, and I am deter¬ 
mined that this must end.” 

Dr. WV. Kageler, .a John 
Peter Smith Hospital admim 
istrator, said Wetzel has 
worked exclusively with 
AIDS patients since her expo¬ 
sure to the disease, and will 
continue in that role. 

Figures from the Centers 
for Disease Control in Atlanta 
show 47 health-care workers 
nationwide had been acciden¬ 
tally HIV infected through 
December 1991. ▼

Court Stops Ban on Broadcast 
Of Material Deemed 'Indecent'

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme Court has declined 
to let the government insti¬ 
tute a ban on material it con¬ 
siders “indecent” from televi¬ 
sion and radio broadcasts. 

The court, without com¬ 
ment, let stand a lower court 
ruling that the First Amend¬ 
ment allows the government 
to limit but not totally bar in¬ 
decent material from the pub¬ 
lic airwaves. 

Justices Byron White and 
Sandra Day O’Connor voted 
to hear the government ap¬ 
peal, but four votes are need¬ 
ed for a case to be accepted. 

Justice Clarence Thomas 
considered the issue as an ap¬ 
peals court judge and so took 
no part in the decision not to 
grant the case. 

The Federal Communica¬ 


tions Commission traditional¬ 
ly has allowed material 
deemed indecent — but not 
pornographic—to air between 
10 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

The government had be¬ 
lieved children were unlikely 
to be exposed to material 
broadcast during those hours. 

But the administration, 
backed by Congress and 
armed with data it says shows 
children and teen-agers are 
watching television and listen¬ 
ing to radio at all times, want¬ 
ed permission to more strictly 
sanction the types of language 
and images broadcast over 
public airwaves 24 hours. 

The government appeal 
was opposed by the three ma¬ 
jor television networks and 
groups including the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, National Public Radio, 
People for the American Way 


and the Reporters Committee 
for Freedom of the Press. 

In 1988 Congress passed a 
regulation to require the FCC 
to enforce its ban on indecent 
broadcasting at all times. 
That ban was to take effect 
Jan. 31, 1989. 

But the U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit struck 
down the FCC regulation and 
the congressional statute that 
mandated its enforcement as 
violations of the First Amend¬ 
ment freedom of speech pro¬ 
tection. 

The appeals court ordered 
the FCC to identify a “reason¬ 
able period of time” when in¬ 
decent speech would be al¬ 
lowed. 

Since 1927 federal law has 
prohibited the broadcast of 
any “obscene, indecent or pro¬ 
fane language.” ▼

Dopes Ban Dope

L ast week the federal 
government an¬ 
nounced that it will 
not permit the medi¬ 
cal use of marijuana. This de¬ 
cision ends almost a year of 
government waffling on the 
topic, which was brought to 
the public’s eye by the Jenks 
case. 

The Jenks are a Florida 
couple who both are HIV pos¬ 
itive. When they were arrest¬ 
ed for possession of marijua¬ 
na they defended themselves 
on the basis of medical neces¬ 
sity, claiming they needed the 
drug to combat AIDS-related 
wasting. They won the case 
after several appeals, and this 
sparked a flood of new appli¬ 
cations for legal government- 
grown and -distributed ganja. 

All those new applications 
were put on hold while the 
Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices tried to figure a way out 
of its dilemma. Although they 
knew that marijuana was a 
safe, effective and cheap treat¬ 
ment for several disorders, 
such as glaucoma and wast¬ 
ing, they also knew that the 
Drug Enforcement Agency 
adamantly opposed acknowl¬ 
edging that dope had any pos¬ 
itive aspects or legitimate 
uses. 

They took the traditional 
federal approach to any sticky 
issue: they sat on their hands 
and hoped it would go away. 
Instead the tide turned even 
more heavily in favor of mar¬ 
ijuana’s proponents. A major 
survey of doctors found that a 
majority of them considered 
marijuana medically useful. 
San Francisco voted by a 
three-to-one margin to legal¬ 
ize the medical use of mari¬ 
juana. 

Meanwhile, the govern¬ 
ment’s once highly publicized 
war on drugs bogged down. It 
now turns out that most of 
the millions of dollars sent to 
South America to destroy the 
cocaine crop ended up in the 
pockets of the same corrupt 
military officials who sell 
“protection” to the drug lords. 
Even the U.S. Army, desper¬ 
ate as it is to justify its costly 
existence in the post-Cold War 
era, declined an offer to take 
on the task of defending 
America’s borders from 
drugs; the army figured it had 
enough problems without tak¬ 
ing on such a hopeless task. 

Finally, the federal govern¬ 
ment issued its decision. They 
announced that the 11 people 
currently getting government 


marijuana (including the 
Jenks) will continue to receive 
it, but all the pending applica¬ 
tions for government marijua¬ 
na were denied and none will 
be permitted in the future. 
The only reason they offered 
was their opinion that smok¬ 
ing dope might do more dam¬ 
age to the lungs than is justi¬ 
fied by the potential medical 
benefits. 

One More Body Part 

This explanation is so flim¬ 
sy, so false, and so obviously 
a rationalization that it’s an 
insult. It amounts to an ad¬ 
mission that the government’s 
case against marijuana is hol¬ 
low because if this feeble 
complaint is the strongest

charge they can level against 
the drug, they clearly don’t 
have any real legs to stand 
on. 

First of all, who says mar¬ 
ijuana has to be smoked? The 
Alice B. Toklas cookbook has 
a recipe for ganja fudge, and 
Diseased Pariah News has 
published one for marijuana 
brownies. Underground 
sources report that kitchen 
chemists are working to de¬ 
velop a way to produce mari¬ 
juana hard candies, so that 
the drug can be consumed 
without either smoking it or 
having to chew and swallow 
it (which is often difficult for 
people suffering severe nau¬ 
sea). 

All these approaches 
would allow patients to con¬ 
sume dope and reap all its 
well-documented benefits — 
which the federal government 
does not attempt to deny — 
without risking damage to the 
lungs, the only drawback cit¬ 
ed by the government. 

Since when is the impact 
of smoking on the lungs such 
an unallowable risk? People 
buy cigarettes over the 
counter and routinely inhale 
massive amounts of smoke. 


Not only does the govern¬ 
ment permit this to take 
place, it subsidizes the tobac¬ 
co industry to the tune of bil¬ 
lions of dollars every year (in 
response to entreaties from 
the tobacco lobby’s number 
one man, Sen. Jesse Helms). 

Of course, the federal gov¬ 
ernment then spends millions 
more to urge people not to 
use this U.S. government-sub¬ 
sidized product, but they 
haven’t banned it. Smoking a 
joint probably doesn’t put 
more smoke in your lungs 
than enduring the “second¬ 
hand smoke” present in most 
public environments, but at¬ 
tempts to even limit this phe¬ 
nomenon draws howls of 
protest from the new “smok¬ 
er’s rights” movement. Why 
does this “right” to cloud up 
your own lungs and those of 
people around you get more 
respect than the right of a 
person with a life-threatening 
disease to get needed treat¬ 
ments? 

Risks I Can Take 

Who is the federal govern¬ 
ment to say what risks I can 
take in order to save my life? 
The side effects of all of the 
approved AIDS treatments 
are significantly more danger¬ 
ous than those posed by 
smoking dope. AZT is toxic 
to your livei and your bone 
marrow. Both ddl and ddC 
can dissolve your pancreas. 
Aerosolized Pentamidine clin¬ 
ics in New York appear to be 
responsible for a local epi¬ 
demic of tuberculosis among 
HIVers. 

When you have a life- 
threatening disease you have 
to take some chances if you 
want to treat it. So you agree 
to take a drug even though it 
destroys your liver. When you 
“fail” that treatment you 
move on to the next one, al¬ 
though it destroys your pan¬ 
creas. You throw one organ 
after another to the encroach¬ 
ing virus, until you run out of 
organs, or drugs, or you 
croak, or they discover a cure 
(ha ha). Why should the lungs 
get any special protection? 
They’re just one more body 
part you can pawn while try¬ 
ing to stave off death. 

Recent studies show that 
medical personnel often with¬ 
hold much needed pain med¬ 
ications from patients because 
they believe that “suffering 
builds character.” By the 
same token, if you acknowl¬ 
edge any recreational drug 
use when you’re admitted to

while garnering support from 
the religious right. 

“SB 982 sends a message 
out to the public that people 
with HIV are predators, Ty¬ 
phoid Marys,” Tom Reynolds 
of ACT UP/San Francisco 
said. “Added to Proposition 
96 of several years ago, it is 
part of a strategy of chipping 
away at our legal protections. 
Since the right has failed to 
quarantine people with HIV, 
the next thing is to try to im¬ 
prison them.” 

Reynolds was one of a 
dozen community representa¬ 
tives who met recently with 
Assemblyman John Burton of 
San Francisco to protest the 
legislation. 

Burton chairs the Assem¬ 
bly’s Public Safety Commit¬ 
tee, the next hoop that SB 982 
has to pass through on its leg¬ 
islative journey. 

Burton had been thought 
to be waffling on the issue, 
but after the meeting his aide, 
Carol Stewart, reported, 
“John will definitely vote to 
kill the measure. Everyone at 
the meeting opposed SB 982, 
and if the gay and lesbian 
community says this is b.s., 
then he won’t support it.” 

Burton himself was un¬ 
available for comment. 

The opposition of Burton 
and other liberals on the com¬ 
mittee might mean the end of 
SB 982, except for one thing: 
Assemblyman Terry Fried- 
men (D-L. A.) fears that defeat¬ 
ing the bill will only result in 
a more threatening initiative 
referendum two years from 
now as fundamentalist groups 
like the Traditional Values 
Coalition continue to press an 
emotional issue that might

a hospital you can expect 
them to seriously deprive you 
of painkillers, as they’ll dis¬ 
miss any complaints of dis¬ 
comfort as an addict’s cynical 
efforts to get a “fix.” You can 
be lying there, writhing in the 
agonies of the damned as you 
wrestle with killer oppor¬ 
tunistic infections, and their 
primary concern is that you 
might be having too much 
fun! 

This same moralism is 
part of what inspires the fed¬ 
eral dope ban. They know it 
works, and they know that its 
side effects are on a par with 


Starcross, an organization car¬ 
ing for babies and children 
with AIDS; and the Sonoma 
County Hospice. 

These four charities were 
chosen by the River’s Cup 
board of directors based on 
their distribution of funds to 
PWAs, making sure none of 
the money they raise goes to 
pay administrative costs. 

“These four charities have 
consistently demonstrated to 
us that they fall within our 
guidelines so they will contin¬ 
ue to be beneficiaries,” Zas- 
trow said. 

Zastrow says the beer-tast¬ 
ing festival was so successful 
that they are already planning 
to do it again next year on 
March 13. 

This year’s sixth annual 
River’s Cup Canoe Race and 
Regatta will be held July 26 at 
Midway Beach in Guerne- 
ville.

evoke a repressive backlash 
in the general public. 

A strong defender of gay 
rights, Friedman himself is 
deeply concerned about inten¬ 
tional transmission. 

“Terry’s position is person¬ 
al and strongly felt,” Fried¬ 
man aide Rand Martin said. 
“He is working on language 
that would deal with mali¬ 
cious infection because there 
is no law that now clearly 
covers this. But the bottom 
line is that this law would not 
be invoked often and convic¬ 
tions would be rare. Proving 
malicious intent would be 
very difficult.” 

The limited law Friedman 
has in mind will present 
many of the same problems 
as SB 982 objects Laurie 
McBride, director of the 
LIFE AIDS Lobby in Sacra¬ 
mento. McBride’s group 
wants SB 982 “flat-out 
rejected.” 

“The only thing that will 
stop the spread of HIV is 
more prevention and educa¬ 
tion. SB 982, in whichever 
version, is a disincentive to 
testing and partner notifica¬ 
tion. It sends out the wrong 
message, that you don’t have 
to worry about yourself be¬ 
cause the state is taking care 
of HIV. But everyone has to 
take responsibility for them¬ 
selves,” McBride said. 

Friedman has community 
meetings coming up that may 
solidify his opposition to SB 
982, as happened with Bur¬ 
ton. But Friedman or no 
Friedman, no one expects SB 
982 to go away. 

Next year’s redistricted 
Legislature likely will be 
more conservative than those 
in the past, making a re¬ 
newed push for more punitive 
AIDS laws easily foreseeable. 


those of aspirin, but they hate 
the thought that someone, 
anyone, could be getting high 
legally. 

Even so, you’d think that 
since they haven’t managed to 
produce anything close to a 
cure for HIV, and since there 
isn’t access to decent health 
care for most people anyway, 
that they’d at least let people 
grow promising treatments in 
their window boxes. 

Ultimately the federal gov¬ 
ernment decided that, at the 
bottom line, even a very 
small concern in the war on 
drugs takes priority over the 
entire war on AIDS. While 
it’s true that the war on drugs 
is a lost cause, they simply 
don’t care much about the 
one against AIDS. ▼

Jordan is named in the suit 
because he, the suit claims, 
falsely reported to the San 
Francisco Police Commission 
after the incident that the po¬ 
lice presence in the Castro 
was limited to 48 minutes 
when it actually lasted several 
hours, that a decision to con¬ 
fine demonstrators to side¬ 
walks during the protest 
march to the Castro from City 
Hall was made by a police 
captain when Deputy Chief 
Frank Reed in fact made the 
decision. 

“This is a matter under lit¬ 
igation and because of that 
the mayor has no comment,” 
said Steve Bloom, Jordan’s 
press secretary. 

The suit also claims that 
Jordan said the police sweep 
of the area, where hundreds 
of people, including lawful 
protesters and bystanders, 
were held hostage in restau¬ 
rants, stores and bars in the 
area, was due to a second sit- 
in, “when in fact no such sit-in 
occurred.” 

The suit also alleges that 
Capt. Richard Cairns, who 
was found guilty of using 
unauthorized force when he 
struck two demonstrators and 
unlawfully arresting one of 
them, offered through and 
with his attorney Neal Eisen- 
berg to provide information 
about the identity of the offi¬ 
cers who struck protesters 
Eric Wilcox and others. 

Cairns, according to the 
suit, made the offer through 
and with his attorney, Neal 
Eisenberg, in a June meeting 
with Jean Harris, former aide 


to Supervisor Harry Britt, 
and Gerard Koskovich, a po¬ 
lice watchdog activist. 

According to allegations in 
the suit, Harris and 
Koskovich declined the offer, 
which was allegedly proposed 
in exchange for their request 
that Cairns not be disciplined 
for for his behavior on Oct. 6. 

The suit alleges the offer 
was declined. 

“The allegations are not 
true. I don’t know how these 
folks can claim what they 
claim. They weren’t there,” 
Eisenberg told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Eisenberg said the meet¬ 
ing was to try to alert “gay 
leaders” to the fact that 
Cairns didn’t hit anyone in 
the head. 

Harris said that she recol¬ 
lected the meeting was as the 
suit claims. 

The suit also charges that 
the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints has “systematically 
blocked any effective investi¬ 
gation” into the responsibility 
for the incident and in one 
case, when the OCC did rule 
that officers had committed 
misconduct by riding their 
motorcycles into pedestrians 
at one point, that the OCC 
recommended no discipline 
and wouldn’t release the 
names of the officers. ▼

video about date rape; “Just 
Because of Who We Are,” a 
video about violence against 
lesbians; “Quality of Light,” a 
video about women’s anger 
with violent pornography; 
and a documentary about last 
year’s Take Back the Night 
controversies. A discussion 
followed the screenings. 

“The event was very suc¬ 
cessful in the quality of con¬ 
versation, because it touched 
real deep places in people,” 
Russell said. 

Diversity and inclusion are 
the themes of the 1992 march 
and organizers said they have 
worked hard to bridge the 
gaps that divide women. 

“In the beginning I think a 
lot of people were scared (of 
our differences), but we’ve 
gotten through it with a lot of 
love,” Leigh said. 


The committee decided by 
consensus early on that men 
would not be allowed to par¬ 
ticipate in the march, a ques¬ 
tion that had been controver¬ 
sial in years past. 

“The march has to be all 
women. It’s about women tak¬ 
ing back the night them¬ 
selves. If there are men who 
want to be supportive, they 
can help in other ways,” Sue 
Van Hattum, a planning com¬ 
mittee member, said. 

Although the march has 
traditionally been an anti¬ 
pornography event and has 
been rife with conflict be¬ 
tween anti-pornography ac¬ 
tivists and sex workers, this 
year’s committee includes 
members of both groups who 
have successfully built coali¬ 
tions. 

Leigh, a prostitutes rights 
activist, got involved in the 
planning process because she 
feels that violence against 
prostitutes has not been ade¬ 


quately addressed by the 
women’s movement. 

“As a sex worker, I want 
to decriminalize prostitution. 
We need women’s energy to 
stop the laws,” she said. 

Other planning committee 
members say they have found 
the planning process to be re¬ 
markably free of controversy. 

“I have some pretty strong 
opinions and (think) the Take 
Back the Night planning pro¬ 
cess (can) create real dialogue 
within feminism,” Shagufta, 
another planning committee 
member, said. “I’d like to see 
people approach the debate 
quietly and prepared to listen. 
We’ve for too long been using 
rhetoric against each other.” 

Since the march tradition¬ 
ally has been a predominantly 
white event, this year’s plan¬ 
ning committee, which is not 
as multicultural as members 
said they would like, is mak¬ 
ing a concerted effort to in¬ 
clude women of color, espe¬ 


cially through its arts bene¬ 
fits. 

On April 4, Dee Russell is 
presenting “a neo-feminist 
arts happening” to benefit the 
march entitled “I Think, 
Therefore I’m Dangerous!!!” 
The show stars Gwen Avery 
and Elvis Herselvis among 
many others. The event, 
which will take place at the 
Women’s Building at 8:30 
p.m., includes “outrageous 
fun, smart nasty videos,” a 
“Supreme Court anti-fashion 
show,” and a performance by 
Russell about an actual sexist 
and racist death threat she re¬ 
ceived, entitled “It’s Not Easy 
Being Green.” 

“On April 4th we will be 
reaching out to artists and 
featuring women of color. As 
long as people rub shoulders, 
that’s making progress,” Rus¬ 
sell said. 

The “Art is Women’s Work” 
art show will be on display 
on April 4, and Leigh and 


Russell are asking for submis¬ 
sions now. Call the Take 
Back the Night hotline at 
773-9871. 

“I feel the benefits are very 
special. Through an arts 
event we can find a common 
language,” Leigh said. 

Planning committee mem¬ 
bers say they need more help 
and that anyone interested is 
welcome to join their meet¬ 
ings, which take place 
Wednesdays at 7 p.m. at La 
Casa de las Madres. 

“The march is unique this 
year,” Shagufta said. “It’s a 
grass-roots Take Back the 
Night.

ing virus HIV. 

The African green monkey 
is known to harbor a simian 
virus called SIV that is relat¬ 
ed to HIV and could have 
been its evolutionary forerun¬ 
ner. 

Curtis particularly points 
the finger of blame at a trial 
oral polio vaccine developed 
by the Philadelphia-based 
Wistar Institute and sprayed 
in the mouths of hundreds of 
thousands of Central Africans 
from 1957 to 1960. 

In the past, it has been pro¬ 
posed that HIV was spread to 
humans through eating raw 
green monkey flesh or as a re¬ 
sult of monkey bites. 

A contaminated oral polio 
virus theory is surely no more 
bizarre than either of these 
ideas. But many objections re¬ 
main. Chief among them is 
the observation that HIV is 
rarely spread orally. There

Gingrich, R-Ga., who has ad¬ 
mitted he wants to bring 
down the Democratic 
Congress. It’s very obvious.” 

On a TV interview show, 
Gingrich blamed the Demo¬ 
crats for running Congress 
“five years longer than Castro 
has controlled Cuba” and sub¬ 
sequently fostering corruption 
and “unbelievably bad man¬ 
agement.” However, Gingrich 
also admitted floating 20 bad 
checks. 

Ultra-conservative Orange 
County Republicans Rep. 
William Dannemeyer, who is 
running for the U.S. Senate, 
and Rep. Robert Dornan also 
kited checks. 

On March 17 three current 
members of the Bush admin¬ 
istration — Defense Secretary 
Dick Cheney, Agriculture 
Secretary Edward Madigan 
and Labor Secretary Lynn 
Martin — all acknowledged 
they too had availed them¬ 
selves of the overdraft protec¬ 
tion while in Congress. 

Like Boxer and others 
caught up in the controversy, 
Cheney expressed anger at 
the sloppy bank bookkeeping 
and at not being told he was 
overdrawn. The political face 
of the scandal changes with 
the Cabinet members involve¬ 
ment. 

“Once the dust settles, peo¬ 
ple will see what this is — the 
right wing in Congress really 
want to bring down the 


are many studies showing 
that oral sex with ejaculation 
is responsible for few if any 
new cases of AIDS. The 
Lancet article proposes a way 
around this problem. 

Walter Kyle, the author of 
the piece, is a lawyer who 
handled a lawsuit involving 
paralysis in a contact of a po¬ 
lio vaccine. In the course of 
the proceedings, Kyle discov¬ 
ered a long history of concern 
about simian virus contamina¬ 
tion of polio vaccines’ mon¬ 
key tissue substrate. 

In 1976 the FDA held up 
one vaccine lot for 20 months 
after new lab techniques en¬ 
abled it to detect the presence 
of monkey retroviruses in 
the vaccine material. 

HIV is also a retrovirus, but 
is only distantly related to the 
viruses causing the 1976 con¬ 
troversy. 

The vaccine lot was even¬ 
tually released because it con¬ 
tained fewer than 100 unde¬ 
sired virus particles per dose 
and none of these foreign 


Democrats. That’s what this 
is about. And all you can do, 
when you’re someone like me 
who cares about the issues, is 
keep going and you say, ‘Hey, 
I had automatic draft protec¬ 
tion, I didn’t know about it, 
it’s embarrassing,’ and you go 
on,” Boxer said. 

Boxer said her campaign is 
“pulling together’’ and 
“weathering” the “bumps in 
the road just fine.” 

Indeed, Boxer was greeted 
with enthusiastic support by 
many of the lesbians who at¬ 
tended the March 14 South¬ 
ern California Women for Un¬ 
derstanding awards banquet. 

“I would be remiss as a fi¬ 
nancial adviser,” said Rose 
Greene, co-chair of the Los

rules.” 

Lesbian legend Johnnie 
Phelps agreed. 

“I couldn’t care less,” she 
said. “The whole issue has 
been hyped by the media. It 
isn’t as if they’re bouncing 
checks. They’re writing them 
against money coming in.” 

Boxer said the checking 
controversy is not slowing her 
down, with “tons” of events 
scheduled in the Bay Area, in¬ 
cluding a March 24 stand-up 
comedy night at San Francis¬ 
co’s Great American Hall.

viruses appeared harmful to 
humans. They probably 
would be destroyed in the di¬ 
gestive tract, the authorities 
thought. 

Kyle notes, however, that 
during the mid-1970s, some 
doctors in New York and Cal¬ 
ifornia were trying out repeat¬ 
ed large doses of oral polio 
vaccine as a treatment for 
herpes. The extra exposure 
could have facilitated trans¬ 
mission of the original HIV. 

Kyle thinks that the HIV 
invasion would have differen¬ 
tially affected gay men be¬ 
cause of the high prevalence 
of herpes among them and 
the nature of gay sex. 

But Dr. Marcus Conant, a 
leading dermatologist and 
AIDS specialist at UCSF, said 
that he could not recall any¬ 
one here using polio vaccine 
to treat herpes in the 1970s. 

“We tried small pox vac¬ 
cine, but not polio,” Conant 
said. “Anyway, my herpes pa¬ 
tients were primarily straight. 
The sexually transmitted dis- 


“I strongly believe that this 
will have an effect on not just 
Barbara Boxer but on all the 
other Congress people who 
wrote bad checks,” said attor¬ 
ney Diane Abbitt, a McCarthy 
supporter.

coming book “Queer in Amer¬ 
ica.” 

The $1,200 in proceeds 
went to the Hollywood Ho¬ 
mophobia Committee of 
Queer Nation to help defray 
cost of demonstrations at the 
Oscars and against the newly 
released film “Basic Instinct.” 
Meanwhile, activists are di¬ 


eases that especially affected 
gay men at the time were rec¬ 
tal gonorrhea and syphilis.” 

Unprotected anal sex may 
be an especially efficient way 
of transmitting HIV, but if po¬ 
lio vaccine treatment of her¬ 
pes really introduced the 
virus to human beings, one 
would expect a knot of low- 
risk straight men with AIDS 
to stand out early in the epi¬ 
demic. Such a group was not 
observed. 

Another problem with the 
polio vaccine theory of the 
origin of AIDS is that HIV 
and SIV are not all that simi¬ 
lar genetically. Based on stud¬ 
ies of genetic development, 
medical historian Mirko 
Grmek says in his book “Histo¬ 
ry of AIDS,” “The appearance 
of the common ancestor of 
the HIV/SIV line surely goes 
back several decades, but 
probably much further.” 

Grmek dug up old clinical 
records to indicate that AIDS 
existed at least as far back as 


vided as to how to respond to

On March 30 there will be 
a legal picket area where, ac¬ 
cording to Queer National 
Kate Sorensen, all protesters 
will gather around 2 p.m., tak¬ 
ing into consideration the 
three-hour time difference for 
the event to be broadcast live 


50 years ago, in Europe and 
America as well as Africa. 
Some of his case descriptions 
predate polio vaccines and 
tend to rebut Curtis-Elswood 
and Kyle theories.

Paul 
Verhoeven has filmed a 
variation on his The Fourth 
Man, but the tension’s 
gone, the motivation is 
loony, and the soundtrack 
sounds like something 
Bernard Hermann might 
have produced on a hang¬ 
over. (And Michael Douglas 
is now almost as jowly as 
Jeroen Krabbe was in The 
Fourth Man.) It deserves to 
fail, but there is a desperate- 
for-a-good-time public out 
there, so who knows? 

TEXTBOOK CINEMA 
DYKE: As for Roxy the 
lesbian, she’s a textbook cin¬ 
ema dyke: jealous, threaten¬ 


ing to men and ultimately 
dead. In this twist on Fatal 
Attraction (getting the idea 
this is a derivative film?), 
Catherine is played by 
Sharon (she’s no Glenn 
Close) Stone. Her bisexual is 
“diabolical” as one bit play¬ 
er (and the film) shrieks. Ba¬ 
sic Instinct is so loopy it’s 
hard to take seriously, but it 
is still important to call Hol¬ 
lywood on yet again using 
us as “props.” GLAAD/LA’s 
Richard Jennings told OUT 
THERE Monday, “We 
picked the right target all 
along.” 

DUKE BASKETBALL 
STARS SAY THEY'RE 
NOT GAY: Christian Laet- 
tner and Brian Davis of 
Duke’s top-ranked Blue 
Devils basketball team ap¬ 
peared on an ESPN inter¬ 
view show to discuss the ru¬ 
mor that they are lovers. 
They say they’re not, though 
a few jocks we know who 
watched the show say their 
“body language” and other 
visual evidence weren’t con¬ 
vincing. The two describe 
themselves as roommates 
and best friends, though 
they did say that there 
wasn’t anything wrong with 
being gay and that gayness 
shouldn’t “be an issue.”

The New Age 
Thelma and Louise 

Steinem and Williamson Raise 
Their Voices for Social Change

W orking indepen¬ 
dently, on oppo¬ 
site sides of the 
continent, Gloria 
Steinem and Marianne 
Williamson may have just be¬ 
come the Thelma and Louise 
of the New Age. Williamson, 
in her first book, and 
Steinem, in her third, have 
unfurled flags of conscious¬ 
ness-raising to foreshadow the 
end of both materialism and 
self-hatred. 

Gloria Steinem’s Revolu¬ 
tion From Within carries the 
subtitle A Book of Self-Es¬ 
teem. Part autobiography 
and part social anthropology, 
Steinem’s work is accompa¬ 
nied by an index, bibliogra¬ 
phy, 16 pages of footnotes and 
a meditation guide. A mix¬ 
ture of anecdotes and scholar¬ 
ly research, Revolution 
works best when it delves 
into the personal. The facts 
and footnotes that lend au¬ 
thority to Steinem’s observa¬ 
tions sometimes slow the 
progress of the reader; fewer 
statistics would not detract 
from her credibility. 


Gloria Bashing 

The author has taken more 
than her share of bashing 
from fellow feminists for ad¬ 
mitting she suffered from ma¬ 
jor self-esteem problems all 
the years she was in the van¬ 
guard of the feminist move¬ 
ment. A troubled child, 
Steinem grew up poor in a 
single-parent household with 
her schizophrenic mother. As 
an adult, Steinem became a 
workaholic and a foodaholic, 
hiding her insecurities behind 
big glasses and long hair that 
partially obscured a face she 
felt was fat and unattractive. 

Things really began to un¬ 
ravel when she was in her 
late forties, involved in a co¬ 
dependent romantic relation¬ 
ship with a wealthy Manhat¬ 
tan businessman. But the 
nadir of her adult life came 
with a diagnosis of breast can¬ 
cer shortly after her 50th 
birthday. It was time for her 
to figure out who was on 
first. 

Steinem’s journey inward 
led her to psychotherapy and 
an investigation of the many 
causes of (and the remedies 
for) low self-esteem. It is an 
international problem that 
she documents with scrupu¬ 
lous research. Unfortunately, 
Steinem must spend the first 
third of the book just estab¬ 
lishing the magnitude and 
severity of the problem. Skep¬ 
tics have tended to dismiss 
the entire issue of self-esteem 
as New Age nonsense. 

Steinem gives the State of 
California’s Task Force to 
Promote Self-Esteem and So¬ 
cial Responsibility high 
marks, and she discusses the 
unique problems confronting 
gay and lesbian relationships 
in a non-judgmental fashion. 
Steinem proclaims that gay 
couples “may be love’s pio¬ 
neers in our own time.” 

But the concluding section 
of Steinem’s work is devoted 
to the spiritual concept of 
“The Universal ‘I.’ ” Beneath 


and beyond all the psychobab¬ 
ble, Steinem cuts to the 
heart of the matter by an¬ 
nouncing, “What we are grad¬ 
ually relearning is an earlier 
mystical view that was cov¬ 
ered over by reductionist 
paradigms. We are the uni¬ 
verse in microcosm: the uni¬ 
verse is each of us in macro¬ 
cosm. If we have respect for 
one, how can we fail to have 
respect for the other?” 

Marianne Miracles 

Picking up where Steinem 
leaves off, Marianne 
Williamson’s A Return to 
Love deals exclusively with 
the metaphysical principles of 
A Course in Miracles, which 
serves as the foundation for 
Williamson’s career as a writ¬ 
er and public speaker. In the 
first few pages of her book

she echoes the main theme of 
Steinem’s work with the un¬ 
equivocal statement, “Our 
generation has slipped into a 
barely camouflaged vortex of 
self-loathing.” 

For many years 
Williamson has led study 
groups and given twice-week¬ 
ly lectures on “The Course” in 
Los Angeles (The Course is a 
channeled work, a self-study 
program of spiritual psychol¬ 
ogy contained in three vol¬ 
umes). A large part of 
Williamson’s following comes 
from the gay community, and 
she is one of the founders of 
the Los Angeles and Manhat¬ 
tan Centers for Living, which 
provide non-medical services 
for people with life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses, including AIDS. 

Recent profiles in Vanity 
Fair and People have cata¬ 
pulted Williamson into the 
national spotlight, as did 
her officiating at Elizabeth 
Taylor’s most recent wed¬ 
ding. But if feminists are up¬ 
set at Steinem’s revelations of 
personal frailty, they may be 
driven right up the wall by 
observations like the follow¬ 
ing from Williamson: 


Reference to God as mas¬ 
culine principle in no way im¬ 
pinges on feminist conviction. 
Our feminine self is just as 
important as our masculine. 
The right relationship be¬ 
tween male and female prin¬ 
ciple is one in which the fem¬ 
inine surrenders to the mas¬ 
culine. Surrender is not 
weakness or loss. It is a pow¬ 
erful non-resistance. Through 
openness and receptivity on 
the part of human conscious¬ 
ness, spirit is allowed to in¬ 
fuse our lives, to give them 
meaning and direction. 

Of course, Williamson’s 
primary focus here is on spir¬ 
itual principle, not human 
gender. In fact, there is prob¬ 
ably little room for disagree¬ 
ment between the two au¬ 
thors who, in Williamson’s 
words, both feel that “the 
important thing about our 
past is not what happened, 
but what we have done with 
what happened.” Steinem 
puts it this way: “It’s never 
too late for a happy child¬ 
hood.” 

Of the two authors, it is 
Williamson who most consis¬ 
tently treads the “higher 
path,” using metaphysical 
principle exclusively to ad¬ 
dress the various ills con¬ 
fronting mankind. But she di¬ 
minishes her own authority 
by constantly prefacing her 
statement with the remark, 
“A Course in Miracles teach¬ 
es... .” In this respect, she al¬ 
most becomes a cipher, lack¬ 
ing in the kind of individual 
inspiration that extends be¬ 
yond a clever turn of phrase. 

Most conspicuous is 
Williamson’s (and The 
Course’s) spin on the ego as a 
negative “monstrous” force 
that must be fought and over¬ 
come. This subject receives so 
much attention that the read¬ 
er begins to wonder if it 
might be Williamson’s per¬ 
sonal issue. (In fact, one of the 
recent magazine profiles of 
Williamson quotes a co-work¬ 
er as saying, “Marianne’s ego 
will be the death of her.”) 
Maybe Williamson is unfamil¬ 
iar with the Eastern apho¬ 
rism, “That which we resist 
persists,” or with Jesus’ related i 
admonition, “Resist not evil” 
When Marianne Williamson 
is “on,” she’s right on target, 
but when she’s “off,” caveat 
emptor. 

The Right Stuff 

If I had to choose which 
author was more metaphysi¬ 
cally and politically “correct,” 
it would have to be Steinem. 
There is a quiet confidence 
and certainty that comes 
through the writing that indi¬ 
cates this little Gloria is, in¬ 
deed, happy at last. In spite of 
Williamson’s intellectual un¬ 
derstanding of the principles 
of The Course, there is heart¬ 


felt sincerity in Steinem’s nar¬ 
rative voice that is absent in 
the work of her peer. 

But beyond the specifics of 
style and content, one impor¬ 
tant point must still be recog¬ 
nized. In these books, two in¬ 
telligent American women 
have come forward to address 
issues of importance to soci¬ 
ety at large. Steinem does not 
restrict herself to a feminist 
agenda, and Williamson aims 
for a transcendent under¬ 
standing of universal phenom¬ 
ena. In this ambitious fashion, 
they have undertaken the 
task to lead society, both male 
and female, ahead to a more 
highly developed sense of so¬ 


cial responsibility. 

It seems entirely appropri¬ 
ate, and worthy of note, that 
these voices should be female. 
Their feminine wisdom, com¬ 
passion and understanding, so 
clearly demonstrated in their 
writing, can only pave the 
way for other equally author¬ 
itative female voices who will 
champion the movement for 
social change through spiritu¬ 
al self-understanding. ▼

Incoherently 
Bad And Offensive

W ell, was it worth 
all the fuss? Hard¬ 
ly, since Basic In¬ 
stinct is so inco¬ 
herently bad that without the 
attendant hoopla its appear¬ 
ance would’ve been totally in¬ 
consequential. 

On the other hand, the end 
result is much worse than ex¬ 
pected. What do you say 
about a film that has four — 
count ’em—four psycho les¬ 
bian serial killers, virtually 
the entire female population 
of the film. Oh, there’s an 
Asian receptionist in Berke¬ 
ley, but her one scene reveals 
her merely to be a bitch.

She knifed 
her first straight male love, a 
Berkeley college professor ad¬ 
viser (some adviser), before 
going on to savagely do in all 
the men with whom she co¬ 
habits. Not nice. Not only 
has she just sliced up her lat¬ 
est beau, but she’s also inher¬ 
ited $110 million smackeroos 
from him. Good sex will do 
wonders. 

Of course, all her women 
friends with whom she sleeps 
also turn out to be homicidal 
razor or ax wielders. Some 
choose guns; some like to run 
down their victims with fancy 
XKEs. Catherine herself 
prefers an ice pick — I don’t 
know why; I guess she’s fun¬ 
ny that way. 

Nick (Michael Douglas) is

with that definitely not nice 
Catherine (Sharon Stone). 
Even after he learns about 
her lengthy past deeds of 
murder and mutilation, be¬ 
cause she’s “the fuck of the 
century,” he still can’t help 
but be smitten. All, l’amour, 
l’amour. 

Deathless Prose 

Screenwriter Joe Eszterhas 
pocketed a cool 3 million for 
his deathless prose (“I miss 
you so much, I have calluses 
on my hands”). Come on, Joe, 
tell us you’re not Sam Kini- 
son. Maestro Joe has one of 
Nick’s good guy buddies de¬ 
scribe one of the heroines as 
“magna cum laude pussy” 
(without it being called on or 
placed), and the most “sympa¬ 
thetic” of the four psycho les¬ 
bian serial killers is tagged 
with “When she mates, it’s for 
life.” You think this guy hates 
women because he labels 
them as animals, cunts and 
dyke killers? Nah ... 

Paul Verhoeven, the “di¬ 
rector,” sees women as bim¬ 
bos and tarts exclusively, 
replicants of the Penthouse 
version of women — as in his 
previous Total Recall. Nick 
rapes his girlfriend Beth (the 
“nicest” killer), and she likes 
it. Our divine identity figure 
Nick belligerently confronts 
Catherine’s lover Roxy with 
“Let’s talk man to man.” Oh, 
they’ll snicker over that one 
in the malls. 

The lesbo crowd hangs out 
at a lascivious club — actually 
about as daring as a frug ses¬ 
sion on Laugh-In — where 
coke is snorted in the men’s 
room as women hump each 
other in the toilet stalls. The 
good, straight scene is con¬ 
fined to a folksy, hetero coun¬ 
try and western dance bar. (Is 
there one in SF?) This ploy 
plays into the heartland’s con¬ 
ception of what life must be 
like in Bagdad-by-the-Bay: 
straights, good and country; 
gays, bad and disco. I must 
report though that Ray Chalk- 
er’s Rawhide bar looks stun¬ 
ning. 

Verhoeven soups up the 
music and sound when he 
thinks he wants us to jump. 
Unfortunately, his camera is 
never in the right place at the 
right time for effective mise- 
en-scene to produce any true 
dread or suspense. In this in¬ 
stance, even Cruising was 80 
times more effective, because 
Billy Friedkin is a better di¬ 
rector. Verhoeven was cer¬ 
tainly influenced by the earli¬ 
er film’s equivocal ending. 

But Basic Instinct is ulti¬ 
mately done in by Douglas’ 
cipher lead. Catherine (not to 
mention the audience) is al¬ 
ways eight jumps ahead of 


Nick. He’s such a spineless 
ninny that there’s no tension 
— nothing’s at stake. In order 
for it to be a giddy cat and 
mouse chase, Nick has to be a 
foil for Catherine’s high jinks. 
We keep expecting that he’ll 
show his true genius colors, 
but Nick remains a dummy 
way past the point of our hop¬ 
ing he’s really been on to her 
all the time. His no punch line 
naivete is the film’s kiss of 
death after a never-ending 
batch of caresses. 

Douglas’ character is not 
only a complete fizzle, but he 
himself is jagged-edge terri¬ 
ble. So why would he want 
to do it? “Maybe the $14 mil¬ 
lion!” you say. But didn’t 
Maria Shriver report on her 
show that “Michael Douglas 
is only interested in film 
breakthroughs”? 

It is mystifying that Dou¬ 
glas, Stone, Eszterhas and 
Verhoeven are all mystified 
that people are protesting the 
film. They think this is an ac¬ 
curate portrait of lesbians. I 
mean aren’t all gay people 
psycho serial killers and les¬ 
bians especially active in pass¬ 
ing on AIDS? When Gus, 
Nick’s best friend and the 
only seemingly non-neurotic 
character in the film, hears 
that his pal has slept with a 
lesbian, he advises, “Next 
time be sure to use a rubber.” 

Liveliest Aspect 

The liveliest aspect of the 
film-screening experience was 
the armed police on guard 


outside the screening room 
where perky lesbian activists 
were politely and charmingly 
distributing alternative press 
kits to the movie critics. 

Inside, media honchos, 
Will Hearst, the entire style 
and arts sections of the Ex¬ 
aminer, TV and radio per¬ 
sonalities, every film reviewer 
in town (including Mick “I 
loved Total Recall” LaSalle) 
were there for the event. You 
had to have an opinion. Yo u 
had to take a stand. 

But really I’d rather be 
writing about Jean Renoir’s 
The Golden Coach. Basic In¬ 
stinct is a dreary little film 
that is an embarrassingly in¬ 
ept hodgepodge — there are so 
many holes and unanswered 
red herrings in the script you 
wonder how cynical these 
people must be to not even 
care. This isn’t a good, polit¬ 
ically flawed film like The Si¬ 
lence of the Lambs; it’s a 
mess that millions of people 
will go see because it will 
flood the media waves with a 
blitz of sound and fury and 
your average Jane and Joe 
clutching a cocktail or slice of 
pizza will have to have a take 
on it, too. What a pity. It 
should just be ignored and fu¬ 
ture works by its collabora¬ 
tors shunned. ▼

and not necessarily “gay pos¬ 
itive.” So he must be doing 
something right. 

His latest objet, with the 
catchy and perhaps a trifle 
unprepossessing title, Meat, 
is an installation piece/live 
performance. So my perusal 
of only one aspect of it, a 
VHS tape from the Super 8 
mm original, is not likely to 
do the artist ultimate justice. 

But, in any case, we’ll try 
our best. The visuals, to be 
shown at the event on three 
different monitors, consist in 
the main of found footage of 
instructional, documentary 
material of various medical 
operations. There are sound¬ 
less, extended interviews with 
doctors and surgeons of both 
sexes, as well as pointedly re¬ 
pellent suture probes, wound 
swathings and nasty jabs at 
body parts by innumerable 
surgical weapons. 

This is intercut (you’re no 
doubt anticipating this) with 
flies a buzzing, maggots a 
grazing and specially filmed 
by the artist material of

punkish gay men writhing in 
— dare I say simulated? — pain. 

To deter yawns and way¬ 
lay regurgitation, a sprinkling 
of butt fucking (of the male- 
to-male variety) is strewn 
through the proceedings. De 
rigi/eurBrakhagian dirt, paint 
smears, blood spews and var¬ 
ious purposely unpleasant 
matter are artlessly spread 
over the frames — whose con¬ 
tinual splice lines form a sort 


of lingua franca visual back¬ 
bone to the unfolding im¬ 
agery. 

Price was reputedly 
wounded by gunfire in 
Nicaragua some years back, 
and this event, supplemented 
by sound, videos and the 
artiste in butcher's aprons as¬ 
suredly fondling any number 
of lethal props, is his response 
to that occurrence. 

Though he certainly keeps 


what some people might 
think to be the avant-garde 
tradition alive, one’s instincts 
lead one to wonder if Price, 
though an angry creator, is 
talented enough to punish his 
audiences as much as they 
would truly like and expect.

Slapstick Frenzy 


by Noreen C. Barnes 

O scar and Bertha, 
Maria Irene Fornes’ 
new comedy, is cur¬ 
rently in its first 
mainstage production at the 
Magic Theatre. Directed by 
the author, this epileptic farce 
of grown-up sibling squabbles 
is only partially effective. 

Unlike Mary Forcade’s 
wonderful production of Mud 
by Fornes, which was one of 
last season’s highlights at the 
Magic, Oscar and Bertha’s 
comedy is all surface. There 
was a great deal of comic ef¬ 
fect captured in Mud, a piece 
not considered to be a come¬ 
dy, but the humor evolved 
“organically” — out of the situ¬ 
ation and relationship of the 
three characters. In Oscar 
and Bertha, the comic busi¬ 
ness is awkward, thick, in 
stylistic fits and starts, and de¬ 
volves into slapstick (in this 
case, slap-paper) frenzy. 

Eve (Regina Saisi), look¬ 
ing like a refugee from a Lor¬ 
ca play, presents herself as 
housekeeper to Oscar (Dennis 


Ludlow) and Bertha (Patricia 
Mattick), a brother and sister 
living in stifling codepen¬ 
dence. Each of them pursues 
Eve sexually, and both take 
out their lifelong physical 
frustrations on the furniture. 
A gentleman caller, Pike 
(Patrick Morris), adds a re¬ 
strained, elusive presence to 
the dysfunctional menage a 
trois. 

Their curtained rooms (de¬ 
signed by Sandra Woodall) re¬ 
semble fairground puppet 
booths, and the play does re¬ 
semble a kind of Kukla, Fran 
and Ollie, or more accurately, 
Punch and Judy, in more 
ways than just the newspaper 
slugfest periodically engaged 
in by the actors throughout 
the performance. (Together 
with its companion piece and 
curtain-raiser, Drowning, this 
Fornes work seems to be 
about the various things one 
can do with a newspaper.) 

The actors actually handle 
the difficult material and 
rather vague style of the piece 
quite well, particularly Lud¬ 
low and Mattick. And Fornes

does exhibit some interesting 
directorial choices, but it 
seems this is yet another in¬ 
stance where it would’ve 
been better had the play¬ 
wright not directed their own 
work. 

The production settled into 


a stylistic limbo, and no ap¬ 
parent commitment to a 
definitive style of perfor¬ 
mance was made. As a re¬ 
sult, the comic action in this 
so-called “comedy pathetique” 
was tacked on, ill-fitting, not 
part of the whole fabric of the 


piece. What had the potential 
to be a disturbing Grand 
Guignol of the soul was in¬ 
stead just a convulsive grotes- 
querie. ▼__

Crossing Lines and 
Teaching Lessons

W hen Adele Prandi- 
ni took over as 
artistic director of 
Theatre Rhino¬ 
ceros, one of her stated 
goals was to pursue plays 
which have a multiracial, 
cross-cultural appeal. The lat¬ 
est mainstage production of 
Twice Over has that and 
more. It also crosses class 
and generational lines. 

However, Twice Over, 
written by Scottish-Nigerian 
poet and playwright Jackie 
Kay, is basically another feel¬ 
good play, and feel-good plays 
are very big at Rhino. Not to 
diminish the power of what 
“feel-good” means. In this 
day and age, when our art, 
theatre and very right to exist 
are being attacked by the 
right wing and “moderate” 
conservatives in this country, 
life-affirming plays are very 
important. 

Twice Over begins with 
the death of 60-year-old Cora 
(Jane Carmichael) and unfolds 
with her 17-year-old grand¬ 
daughter Evaki’s (Nicole G. 
Brown) discovery, through a 
letter and diaries, that ole 
granny was a queer who had 
been involved in a secret 15- 
year love affair with family 
friend Maeve (Emerald O’ 
Leary). Initially, Evaki is 
shocked, disgusted and un¬ 
sure how to react. 

Part of the problem is that 
Evaki is going through the 
same identity problems we all 
face at that age, when we dis¬ 
cover that maybe the world 
isn’t what we always assumed 
it was. Evaki’s friends are 
pulling her in different direc¬ 
tions, and Cora’s ghost is 
prodding her in yet another. 
For Cora, though closeted in 
life, refuses to be closeted in 
death. So Evaki and the still- 
closeted Maeve have to deal 
with the death-wish fallout of 
Cora’s afterlife ambitions.

Special Mention 

Evaki’s two friends Tash 
(Blake Aarens) and Sharon 
(Susan Cray) are also caught 
up in problems of their own, 
which serve to bring the 
young women together and at 
the same time keep them 
apart. Tash, who is from an 
abusive home, withdraws into 
her sketchbooks, while 
Sharon, who is worried about 
whether or not she’s preg¬ 
nant, just wants to get drunk 
and have fun. 

Cray’s performance de¬ 
serves special mention. Her 
timing and attention to detail 
are both fun and believable. 
I’m surprised that my favorite 
character in the play is the 
trashy, homophobic one, but 
there you have it. Cray 
works the crowd. 

Storyteller Jean (Belinda 
Sullivan) is charming as the 
older couple’s friend and de¬ 
partment store co-worker, 
who puts two and two togeth¬ 
er and in the process exam¬ 
ines her own feelings about 
lesbianism and longings for 
love and friendship. 

The weakest link in the 
show is Carmichael’s Cora. I 
found her to be stagy — in 
contrast with the naturalistic 
performances coming from 
the other actors. 


I don’t imagine it’s easy to 
play a ghost. Perhaps part of 
the problem is that at times 
the characters do seem to in¬ 
teract with Cora and at times 
they don’t. That muddiness 
is probably partly the fault of 
director Jill Posener, who oth¬ 
erwise does a wonderful job 
of creating true-to-life loving 
relationships while avoiding 
oversentimentality. The 
multilevel set and lighting de¬ 
signs (Pam Peniston and 
Stephanie Johnson, respec¬ 
tively) are very well-integrat¬ 
ed, and Posener, who moves 
the play along at an enjoyable 
pace, puts them both to good 
use. 

With so many cosmetic im¬ 
ages of lesbian sexuality out 
there, it’s lovely to see a rela¬ 
tionship between two mature 
women. The dance and ro¬ 
mance between Cora and 
Maeve is the high point of the 
show because it isn’t some¬ 
thing we see every day. Two 
middle-aged women kissing! 
It’s always nice to learn about 
love. Twice Over contains 
quite a few lessons. Besides, 
who wouldn’t want a queer 
granny? ▼

Butch Boys — and Babe

S trange that the slam- 
bang courtroom drama 
of fanaticism and mur¬ 
der in the Marine 
Corps, A Few Good Men , so 
fiercely staged and ferocious¬ 
ly acted, should be criticized 
by some reviewers for lack of 
theme. It’s true that the ideas 
flirted with in the script re¬ 
main subordinate to the sim¬ 
pler thrills of melodrama. 
Who cares? 

Perhaps the notion that 
plays have to be relevant, as 
issue-bound as an afternoon 
talk show, is what has been 
strangling Broadway in recent 
years. A Few Good Men is

the invigorating antidote, that 
old-fashioned quantity: hot 
entertainment. It’s an excit¬ 
ing, suspenseful, frequently 
funny vehicle for blazing act¬ 
ing, delivered at full tilt by 
the cast of the touring compa¬ 
ny now at the Curran The¬ 
atre. 

It’s also a thoroughly mas¬ 
culine outing, with a dozen 
big guys, their bodies buffed 
and their hair clipped, pump¬ 
ing up the action when a Ma¬ 
rine Corps hazing leads to a 
death. The investigators of 
the incident call it murder, 
and as they slowly expose the 
convoluted hierarchy of ac¬ 
countability and cover-up be¬ 
hind it, A Few Good Men in¬ 
dicts the highly suspect code 
of machismo that fuels Ma¬ 
rine life. 

If you need an issue, that’s 
it. But first-time playwright 
Aaron Sorkin’s script is closer 
to pop movies like the Rocky 
series than to Ibsen. Yet with 
the characters as humanly 
drawn, and the action 
hurtling forward, the issues 
can acceptably remain in the 
background, propping up the 
proceedings. Among the 
more pressing of these sub¬ 
servient items are feminism 
(and its challenge to male 
dominance) and anti- 
Semitism and racism: one of 
the lawyers is Jewish; the vic¬ 
tim is Puerto Rican; and with¬ 
out allusions to color in the 
script, an African-American 
actor has been cast as the pos¬ 
sible murderer. 

Manly Behavior 

The question of what con¬ 
stitutes manly behavior, and 
when such conduct is becom¬ 
ing, provides the play’s basic 
context and proves emotional¬ 
ly affecting in its climax. Be¬ 
fore that, however, there’s a 
clutch of mysteries to be un¬ 
knotted in the tangled thread 
of command that created the 
incident, and an engrossing 
entangling in the relationship 


between the bossy woman 
and the self-doubting, acerbic 
man who head the investigat¬ 
ing team. 

It’s played out on a set by 
Ben Edwards that is so ad¬ 
mirably low-profile even The¬ 
atre Rhinoceros could muster 
it: three tables, nine chairs 
and a couple platforms, all to¬ 
tally exposed by the unyield¬ 
ing scrutiny of Thomas R. 
Skelton’s lighting. The mini¬ 
mal set and its harsh lighting 
reveal the actor’s every 
twinge of muscle, every facial 
tic — every thought, it seems, 
and the fine cast runs with it. 
Although A Few Good Men 
plays like a film script, the 
forthcoming Hollywood ver¬ 
sion (already completed) 
won’t be able to deliver the 
thrills as this cast does, live, 
earning spontaneous applause 
several times in the evening. 

Michael O’Keefe (Robert 
Duvall’s son in the film The 
Great Santini) takes highest 
honors in the lead role. 
Alyson Reed, on sabbatical 
from starring roles in musi¬ 
cals, powerfully plays the 
show’s lone female, the gal

whose pushiness is self-de¬ 
fense. 

Scott Sowers socks it to us 
in a Gen. Patton turn, and the 
somehow appropriately 
named Conan McCarty scari- 
ly enacts a Bible-spouting ma¬ 
niac. Keith Diamond and 
David van Pelt are superb as 


the accused. Although he 
plays a small role, Paul Win¬ 
field seems as born to it as ev¬ 
ery role he’s ever played, and 
Joshua Malina is cute and en¬ 
dearing as a loopy kid. Ev¬ 
erybody else is also great; I 
can’t name them all. 

A Few Good Men may 


not display the deepest writ¬ 
ing or tackle its own issues, 
but it sure provides big bang 
for the buck. ▼

N ancy Kravitz is one of 
the pioneers in San 
Francisco’s lesbian 
rock and roll scene. 
With her DJ, Stephanie 
Phillips, she’s been producing 
“Female Trouble” at various 
locations the past four years. 
Nancy also plays bass for 
Angel Corpus Christi and is co¬ 
producer of the gay public ac¬ 
cess show Straight Talk. Re¬ 
sponsible for booking last 
year’s megashow on the 
mainstage for the Castro 
Street Fair, Nancy is not bitter 
about being overlooked for a 
Cable Car nomination. 

I recently met up with Nan¬ 
cy and her poodle bitch 
Stanley and went for a joy ride 
in her metallic green Bar¬ 
racuda. Our conversation 
covered the history of lesbian 
rock and roll in SF, women’s 
bars, the Rave phenomenon 
and Nancy’s dick.

Justin Bond: A few weeks 
ago, there was an article 
about how there is no rock 
and roll music in queer bars, 
yet you’ve been doing 
“Female Trouble” and book¬ 
ing live lesbian rock bands 
for a long time. Why do you 
think lesbian rock and roll 
has been so overlooked? 

Nancy Kravitz: (inhaling a 
Marlboro Red) ’Cause it seems 


like all these queens just want 
to take off their shirts and rub 
their butts all over Don Baird 
(ha-ha). I decided I had to make 
my own club because at that 
time there was nothing better 
going on. All the clubs were 
basically a disco format. With 
my DJ, Stephanie Phillips, I 
tried to create a viable alterna¬ 
tive to the time-warp women’s 
bars. I don’t know why the gay 
male papers overlooked us. 
Don covered us a lot—and so 
did Noelle Hanrahan from the 
Bay Times and the straight 
weeklies—but that was about 
it. 

You gave a lot of acts their 
first shows. Who were some 
of the bands? 

The She-Devils, Mermaid 
Tattoo, Elvis Herselvis, Di- 
viana Ingravallo and, most 
notably, Four Non-Blondes. 
Shit, I don’t know, there’s a lot 
of offshoots now from within 
that scene, you know how 
bands are. It gave women a 
chance to start playing, to get 
exposure and to be able to 
cross-over into the more 
mainstream clubs. I just think 
it’s funny how now people are 
saying that all of a sudden 
there’s this new queer rock, 
when really it’s been going on 
for a long time in the under¬ 
ground scene. 

What do you think about the 
women’s bars in SF now? 


Alien With Josie and the 
Pussycats), you’ve probably 
heard about them. But their 
first effort was Carrie, and 
they’re reprising it with a 
larger cast (from 10 to over 
25), tackier 70s costumes (by 
Dina Fruitfly) and wigs (by 
Deena Davenport as Helen), 
and even more cheesy special- 
FX than before (Alison 
Farmer & Duncan). 

In short, this is a queer 
cast doing a more-or-less 
straight rendition of Carrie — 
the coming-of-age tale of a 
sexually repressed fundamen¬ 
talist’s abused daughter who 
first discovers her powers 
while being pelted by tam¬ 
pons in the gym shower and 
later gets more than even 
with her tormentors — with 
Leigh “Elvis Herselvis” Crow 
in the John Travolta role and 
Flynn playing “superbitch 
Chris.” 

Can't Help the Camp 

Sick and Twisted doesn’t 
do a takeoff, but the entire 
original script, painfully tran¬ 
scribed from videotape. “We 
don’t try to be purposefully 
campy, but with this cast, you 
can’t help it,” explains the 
group’s director Tony Vague¬ 
ly. Are they aware of a group 
on the East Coast that does 
similar productions of old 
Brady Bunch episodes? 

“We’ve heard of them,” 
maintains starlet Omewenne 
Grimstone, “but we killed 
them all off in our production 
(Friday the 13th Starring the 


Brady Bunch). We didn’t let 
them get away alive.” 

Omewenne gets the juicy 
Piper Laurie role, mad Chris¬ 
tian housewife/mother to 
Tony Vaguely’s Carrie. Her 
final epiphany as Mom, dying 
crucified with a smile on her 
face, brings applause from the 
other actors during late-night 
rehearsals held at the Beehive 
Cafe on lower Haight Street. 

Many in the ensemble will 
be familiar to fans of their 
earlier productions. Michael 
G. Page plays the Lebanesian 
gym coach, Miss Collins. La 
Belle “Fruitfly” gets the nice 
girl Amy Irving part, and 
Johnny Kat (named for the 
pet product, not the C&W 
star) plays her mother. Like 
most of the cast members, 
Kat is in his twenties and was 
only 12 when the original 
movie came out in 1976. 
Columnist Don Baird (watch

Phyllis Christopher is going to 
be showing some of her slides 
on the groovy video projector, 
and, of course, my special 
guest emcee is Elvis Herselvis. 
It will be interesting to see how 
it moves over into the 
mainstream venue like DNA. It 
should be packed! Four bands 
on a big stage in a new space 
with a great sound system. I 
know I’ll be packin’. Boys 
should come, too. 

Oh, yeah! I’ve been meaning 
to ask you, Nancy, how big is 
your dick? 

Why, are you a size queen? 
You’ll just have to come to

Della Davidson's 'The Ten P.M. Dream' 

Trusting the Power

T he new Della David¬ 
son Dance Company 
just might be one of 
the most promising 
additions to the local dance 
scene since Joe Goode exor¬ 
cised the curse of Bay Area 
formalism with his theatrical¬ 
ly triumphant Big Linda at 
Footwork Studio’s Edge Fes¬ 
tival in 1987. 

But, please, don’t start 
dancing in the aisles quite yet, 
because the new Della might 
just as easily follow old Joe’s 
lead, abandoning dance in fa¬ 
vor of textual visualizations 
(while still collecting those 
tempting NEA “choreogra¬ 
pher” checks). 

And don’t get me wrong — 
I like what Joe Goode does; I 
adore what Joe’s been up to 
(he’s a brilliant theatrical mo- 
nologist). It’s just that, profes¬ 
sionally speaking, Goode’s art 
doesn’t have much to do with 
dance; movement is not the 
primary medium for his ex¬ 
pressive ends. But, then, the 
same is pretty much true of 
Davidson’s newest work, The 
Ten P.M. Dream, a potent 
assemblage of text, theatre, 
imagery, music and dance, 
seen last Thursday at San 
Francisco’s Theatre Artaud. 

Increased Complexity 

The reason I’m referring to 
the “new” Della Davidson 
Dance Company is that 
Dream reveals a remarkable 
increase in complexity of ma¬ 


terials when compared to the 
company’s last appearance 
(seen by this writer) at the 
Bay Area Dance Series at 
Laney College in 1990. 

Dream is based on the 
reading of eight moderately 
lengthy poems written by the 
late Anne Sexton. Taken 
from the poet’s book Trans¬ 
formations, the words weave 
altered, pain-suffused versions 
of several fairy tales original¬ 
ly authored by the Brothers 
Grimm. The poems are spo¬ 
ken by three costumed, im¬ 
passioned actors (Sarah 
Kliban, Robert Molossi and 
Henry Steele), whose makeup 
and attire resemble characters 
from Th& Rocky Horror Pic¬ 
ture Show. 

Besides the words, which 
dominate the entire proceed¬ 
ings, Dream is wrapped in 
David K.H. Elliott’s eerie, ne¬ 
ofuturist set and lighting de¬ 
signs (a fusion of Heathcliff- 
on-the-heath with a space-age 
boxing arena outlined in fluo¬ 
rescent red). Sandra 
Woodall’s gender-neutral cos¬ 
tumes, mostly 18th century-in¬ 
spired (or was it the Madonna 
Connection?) undergarments, 
add a further layer of histori¬ 
cal time warp. The collabora¬ 
tors also include the Club 
Foot Orchestra, playing an oc¬ 
casionally animated, mostly 
dirgelike score of mood music 
by composer Richard Mar¬ 
riott. 

Taking a Back Seat 

It is disappointing to re-

for him in cameo roles as a 
little boy and the pig) was 
also too young to get into an 
R-rated movie then and “con¬ 
vinced my sister to take me. 
It scared her, she hated it, but 
I think it was Brian DePal- 
ma’s greatest effort ever.” 

Role Model 

Among this not-so-far- 
from-high-school company, 
the role of Tommy Ross — 
that cute boy who asks Carrie 
to the prom — goes to blond 
mophead Dawn of Aquarius 
(D.O.A. is his nom de plume 
as a poet). “Just like Tommy, 
I actually did ask the school 
weirdo out to the prom. She 
wore glasses and kept her 
hair in front of her face and 
was overweight. I’d have 
rather asked a boy, but she 
didn’t have anyone to go with 
and it didn’t matter to me.” 

Dina Fruitfly also relates 
to Carrie personally. “It is an 
institution, talking about first 
blood. I also had that happen 
to me. Six months before my 
first period, my mother told 
me I was going to bleed, but 
didn’t say where from. My 
nose, tits, bellybutton? When 
it came in fifth grade, I also 
thought I was dying.” 

Tony Vaguely probably 
puts it most succinctly: “Car¬ 
rie was a role model for me. I 
was the one other people 
picked on. I always wanted to 
be her — and shish-kebab ’em 
all!” 

I laughed and cried at the 
same time during the horrify¬ 
ing slo-mo climax scene, 


which I won’t give away (but 
you know the one with the 
pig’s blood and the telekinetic 
fire hose and the conflagra¬ 
tion of the whole damn town). 
It provides some lovely death 
scenes for Pleshettes rock star 
Zeon as Norma Watson; Tom 
Starr as the principal; David 
Hockin as an English teacher; 
and Kevin Lyons and Bobby 
With It as Ernest and Freddy. 

The huge cast and crew 
worked for months (20 re¬ 
hearsals) to perfect (well, 
that’s hardly the right word 
when half the fun is watching 
things fall apart) their play. In 
these days of one-person 
shows and shrinking budgets, 
this no-budget production 
ranks as a veritable extrava¬ 
ganza, a must-see for anyone 
who was ever ignored or 
laughed at in high school. 

Carrie is brought back to 
life by this young and talent¬ 
ed cast (their day jobs include 
ACT solicitation, male wait- 
ressing, professional videogra- 
phy and erotic dancing), who 
were mere kids in the ’70s. 
The story’s resilience is proof 
of its power as a modern rite 
of passage in an age more 
than ever threatened by offi¬ 
cial collaboration with reli¬ 
gious bigotry. Says a screen 
psychiatrist of the movie’s 
only survivor, “She’s young 
enough. She’ll forget about it 
all in time.” I don’t think so.

port that the dancing in this 
visually mesmerizing work 
takes a back seat to nearly ev¬ 
ery thing the choreographer 
employs for theatrical sup¬ 
port. Typically, the piece’s 
structure has the five dancers 
“respond” with movement to 
the highly theatricalized read¬ 
ing of each of Sexton’s po¬ 
ems. But their dancing rarely 
seems to illustrate the poet¬ 
ry’s narrative (a pedestrian ex¬ 
pectation, perhaps) or to 
deepen or expand the poet¬ 
ry’s emotional coloring. 

Instead, the dancing exists 
as an independent (and dis¬ 
pensable) afterthought. Also, 
too much of Davidson’s 
choreography is developed 
from mirror-image patterning 
(steps made for one dancer 
and then repeated by the en¬ 
semble). 

The one exception to this 
absence of movement as a 
central metaphor is the 
pulled, muscularly taut solo 
that Davidson has made for 


Annie Rosenthal in the “Briar 
Rose” (or “Sleeping Beauty”) 
section. This is the only por¬ 
tion of the piece where danc¬ 
ing (and the dancer) demands 
our attention, both visualizing 
the narrative’s words and giv¬ 
ing them tangible, human 
feeling. This passage (which 
also features some strong 
partnering for a trio that in¬ 
cludes Rosenthal, Mark 
Steven Haase and Stephen 
Pelton) suggests how com¬ 
pelling Davidson’s work can 
be when she trusts the power 
of dance art. 

Overall, Dream is exciting 
because Davidson’s partners 
in this creative endeavor are 
so talented — and assertive. 
But ultimately the choreogra¬ 
phy in Dream gets lost be¬ 
cause the dancers are swept 
away, even trivialized by the 
torrent of Sexton’s words. 
Next time it would be better 
to trim any text to a manage¬ 
able chunk, then let the 
dancers find a depth of feel¬ 


ing that only their wordless 
art makes possible. 

One other, minor com¬ 
plaint: Davidson also seems 
to be fishing in the trendy wa¬ 
ters of gender ambiguity. But 
despite the equal-opportunity 
lingerie and the pseudo-skirts 
for the boys, we’re never real¬ 
ly confused. It’s the men who 
have muscles and do most of 
the difficult lifting it’s the 
women who identify most 
closely with the content of 
Sexton’s poetry. 

And as Camille Paglia has 
noted with neofeminist cheek, 
the “terrible duality of gen¬ 
der” is not an irritant that will 
simply go away because we 
presently find it inconvenient 
or socially incorrect. Instead, 
one of the problems of art 
(and society) is to understand 
the meanings of being male 
or female, and to inquire how 
the sexes might best relate. 
These are tasks that The Ten 
P.M. Dream, however hip, 
carefully avoids. ▼

Write and 'Wrong' 
Again 

Wrong 

by Dennis Cooper; Grove Weidenfeld, $18.95

D ennis Cooper keeps 
promising not to write 
about dead boys any¬ 
more. But over half 
the stories in Wrong, his latest 
volume, are about boys who 
start out alive and then wind 
up dead. Like his novels 
Closer, Frisk and Safe, the 
stories in Wrong are cold, 
bleak, shocking, hopeless and 
almost unbearably sad. To 
read them at all, you have to 
share Cooper’s willingness to 
look absolute darkness in the 
face. 

Dennis Cooper makes peo¬ 
ple nervous. His unrelenting 
horrific subject matter sends 
many readers scrambling for 
hints of some kind of redemp¬ 
tion or moral justification or 
transcendence. In Cooper’s 


work, these aren’t easy to find. 

Nevertheless, Cooper is an 
amazing writer because his 
best stories and novels are like 
endlessly refracting prisms in 
which every statement cancels 
out another statement until 
you’re left with nothing but a 
perfect piece of blackness— 
and the feeling that reality, or 
meaning, or maybe Dennis 
himself, has gotten away from 
you. Is this the point? 

In Dennis Cooper’s fiction, 
really hideous things frequent¬ 
ly happen, all described in an 
utterly deadpan tone. Men kill 
boys, and boys just sort of 
wander around in the dark un¬ 
til they collide with something 
that makes them feel some¬ 
thing—anything—they don’t 
care what. 

Of the 12 short pieces in

tempts were the subject of 
what he was doing. He killed 
himself before getting respect 
for that.” 

Cooper seems to have set 
himself the by definition near¬ 
ly impossible task of building 
his subtle art out of such em¬ 
barrassed attempt^ Wrong, 
like his other works, contains 
moments of alchemy when 
bits of chaos are transmuted, 
startingly, into an unexpected 
purity of vision. Here’s a 
description of a theater where 
a porno film is showing; “Like 
a cheap spaceship prop in an 
old sci-fi flick, a grungy theater 
scattered with hopeful up¬ 
turned faces seems to speed 
toward its destination—giant 
bodies composed of light.” 


More Whatever 


Just as in life, though, be¬ 
tween these brief flickering 
moments, there are long, long 
stretches of the other stuff: the 
untransfigured dull “what¬ 
ever” that life might say to us 


The writing of gay lit's bad boy, Dennis Cooper, can often be 
annoyingly ... well, uh, you know ... inarticulate. 


Wrong, which date from vari¬ 
ous points in the last 12 years, 
eight are about dead boys, one 
is about people who write 
about or paint dead boys, a 
couple stories play a secondary 
theme of unrequited youthful 
desire, and “Square One” is a 
personal essay about watching 
pornography. It calls to mind 
Robert Gluck’s gemlike 
“Workload,” which was in¬ 
cluded in the recent anthology 
High Risk. 

Say 'Uhhh' 

One of the most distinctive 
features of Cooper’s style can 
also be the most irritating 
thing about his work; all of the 
characters are alarmingly inar¬ 
ticulate. Even the narrator is 
usually inarticulate, or numb. 
The stories are full of extreme 
situations—rape, murder, art 
openings, bad sex. If these 
situations were depicted 
sharply and precisely, they 
would make riveting, unforget¬ 
table fiction. But the climax of 
a Dennis Cooper story is like¬ 
ly to be someone mumbling 
“whatever” or “shit” or 
“(unintelligible)” (like in “Dear 
Secret Diary”) or even just the 
word “blur” (like in Frisk). 

At times, this severely con¬ 
strained form of expression 
can be stunningly effective. In 


“Wrong,” the title story, a boy 
(dead) delivers a stumbling 
speech to someone he had sex 
with once. “I was a stupid jerk 
... I’ve felt more than you 
thought or I’m able to spit out. 
My moods were really myster¬ 
ious, even to me, which makes 
them not worth the time to 
you, no matter how long you 
stared in my ‘great eyes’ last 
night.” This passage brilliant¬ 
ly uses inarticulateness to 
speak about the enormity of 
what falls through the cracks 
of language. It’s heartbreaking. 
It isn’t death or abuse or vic¬ 
timization that are really at the 
core of Cooper’s work; it’s 
these unbridgeable chasms be¬ 
tween us and inside of us! 

But Cooper’s characters can 
also be just... uh... inarticulate. 
Try this: “Actually, uh, well, 
last night was the first time I 
realized ... Oh, forget it.” 

The closest thing I can find 
to an answer to this complaint 
of mine is the following pas¬ 
sage from Safe: “ ‘In blindness 
that touches perfection, a 
hearse is like anything else.’ Ian 
Curtis wrote that. He sang 
with a rock band called Joy 
Division. Hearing him sing 
such things in his deep, quaver¬ 
ing voice, I had the sense that 
he couldn’t get close to his feel¬ 
ings, and his embarrassed at¬

if it could talk. And the more 
I read him, the more it frus¬ 
trates me. He sends you a mes¬ 
sage, then crosses most of it 
out; a hint of something signfi- 
cant and enduring flickers for 
an instant between the lines, 
then becomes spectral and dis¬ 
tant again. Is this the point? 
You follow him through line 
after scary line, but he’s always 
slipping away. 

Dennis Cooper is a magi¬ 
cian, disappearing with noth¬ 
ing up his sleeve. I wonder if 
that’s really the trick he meant 
to do. ▼

The workshop is designed to 
confront some of the negative 
stereotypes commonly associ¬ 
ated with S/M; it teaches both 
safe practices and common 
techniques. 

Now, don’t be frightened. 
There were straight women, 
bisexual women and women 
who didn’t even practice S/M 
in attendance, as well as a 
good number of lesbians. 


What you find out fast is that 
S/M crosses sexuality designa¬ 
tions, too. Carol, a mostly het¬ 
erosexual class member, said 
that “gay and lesbian S/M cul¬ 
ture has been far more sup¬ 
portive of me and what I do 
than most of my straight 
friends.” 

Face it, girls, the class is a 
blast. Robin Sweeney uses 
her experience as a sex edu¬ 
cator, quick wit, amazing 
repertoire of characters and 
voices, and endless patience 
in demonstrating every sub¬ 
ject. On top of all that, she’s a 
stud. End of story. 

Pat Califia, on the other 
hand, needs no introduction. 
Her list of accomplishments 
won’t fit in this small space, 
but she is a sex and health ed¬ 
ucator. Califia’s books, stories 
and articles cover a wide 
range of subjects and atti¬ 
tudes, mostly as they affect 
queers in general and lesbians 
in particular. Like other well- 
known people, she is physical¬ 
ly smaller than one might 
think — but her intellect, pre¬ 
cise explanations and sexy lit¬ 
tle smile will captivate you.

the psychology of S/M. The fi¬ 
nal class was a potluck and a 
tour of a local dungeon, 
which was my favorite part. 

Sweeney and Califia start¬ 
ed the class based on a need 
they saw for beginner’s pro¬ 
grams. Sweeney feels that 
some of the major organiza¬ 
tions have gotten so large 
they don’t do much basic S/M 
education anymore. 

Califia describes it this 
way: “You can go to public 
events and still not get a 
chance to sit down with a 
small group of people and 
dish the real dirt.” 

My lover and I loved it, 


baby. We talked for hours, 
planned, and most important¬ 
ly, we played. We had so 
much fun sex because this 
class got us going and made 
us willing to try new things 
(and with class now over, 
we’re still going strong). Find 
out for yourself.

played by Tilda Swinton, 
comes across as actually 
much more sympathetic 
than one would’ve imagined 
— given her vampire kiss of 
Spencer and so on. Ho w 
did this happen? 

I think one feels huge sym¬ 
pathy for her, a woman 
wronged who then goes for 
revenge like a real old-fash¬ 
ioned villainess. But in any 
case, her villainy comes from 
the play. France, which is 
where Isabella is from, is full 
of people fashion-obsessed 
like the way Tilda played her. 
She basically has no options. 

How has your working 
relationship with Tilda 
evolved to this point? 

She’s in Orlando now for 
Sally Potter. We’ve been try¬ 
ing to get away from our mu¬ 
tual dependency, which 
should by now be dissolved. 
She was quite happy with 
Edward, where she had 
more creative decisions. She 
felt trapped in The Garden 
because it was my dream. 

I love Edward and think 
it’s your very greatest work. 
But its style is different 
from the offhand, relaxed 
approach of The Garden 
and The Last of England. 
Here in Edward II every 
moment is made to count, 
to resonate. 

Well, there’s never ever 
any money for gay films. But 
I’ve been around for so long 
that I thought I deserved the 


right to do this film. I’m glad 
I made the others for there’s 
good reason to occasionally 
abandon narrative. I actually 
put more energy into The 
Garden. The no-structure 
format can be very invigorat¬ 
ing in a cliffhanging kind of 
way. I was ill during the film- 
making, so some decisions 
weren’t mine — though that 
has interest of its own. 

What’s next? 

An updated Dorian Gray. 
Though for it to work, Dori¬ 
an has to be genuinely 
wicked. Perhaps that won’t 
endear me to gay audiences. 
But Dorian has to transgress. 


Hopefully, it’s no longer nec¬ 
essary to always be PC or 
have “gay optimistic” images 
all the time. Kevin Collins, 
the jailer in Edward, will be 
the star. 

What’s the state of the arts 
in Britain these days? How 
much interaction or friction 
is there between the intel¬ 
lectual left and the powers 
that be in government? 
Doesn’t the Arts Council ac¬ 
tually fund more projects 
than our NEA — even at the 
worst of times? And how 
does Clause 28 affect alter¬ 
native art projects? 

I actually do think we’re 


better off there! We still have 
Channel 4 backing Out on 
Tuesday, and even Tory 
Prime Minister John Major 
has gone out to get the gay 
vote. I was just arrested on 
an Outrage march — about the 
age of consent — and was 
treated very carefully. 

Even though the parties 
are fairly interchangeable, I’m 
determined that Labor should 
win. It’s created everything I 
believe in — like the National 
Health Service, which pro¬ 
vides invaluable insurance for 
someone like myself without 
which I couldn’t have sur¬ 
vived. In Britain with AIDS, 
the whole insurance issue 
doesn’t exist; it should be a 
campaign issue for all gay 
people here this November. 

What works — film, music, 
art — do you nowadays hold 
most sacred? 

I live quite a lot in the past 
nowadays, and for me, Pasoli¬ 
ni, Cocteau and Genet are still 
important. Even Patroni-Grif- 
fi’s II Mare is still a better 
film than Victim. I got my 
first CD player last year when 
I was very sick, and I decided 
to only buy 20th-century mu¬ 
sic by people I’ve never heard 
of! In the past I couldn’t have 
abided people like Berio and 
his ilk — now I swear by 
them. 

Why didn’t you let the New 
York Film Festival selec¬ 
tion committee take a look 
at Edward II? You al¬ 
lowed Toronto to show it. 

It was my distributor’s de¬ 
cision, the sales company. 
The NY Times has too much 
power. Obviously, I’d prefer 
someone to review it other 
than (Vincent) Canby. To 
make openly gay films, the 
problem has always been dis¬ 
tribution. This is complicat¬ 
ed, and the NY Times 
doesn’t help. Because of their 
bad reviews, I’ve had five 
years of films lost when I 
could’ve been working. 

I believe in (director) Mike 
Leigh’s bashing ahead in your 
own quiet way. Something 
deliberately experimental like 
The Angelic Conversation i s 
not in the same world as a 
Jim Jarmusch film which Can¬ 
by deems “experimental.” His 
is definitely an odd view of 
the world. In 1977 Sebastian 
was already playing in local 
cinemas, so all this fuss over 
My Own Private Idaho show¬ 
ing in U.S. malls seems some¬ 
what displaced. You’ve a lot 
of catching up to do. Back to 
the film festival, we weren’t 
invited. It’s too bad because 
I’m always keen to come to 
New York.

You’re very critical of your 
country. Is there something 
about the English character 
that you do set great store 
by? 

I’ve always thought the 
best artists stay where they 
already are — to produce in 
one’s own country. Fight the 
wicked that you already 
know. 

Reading about Michael Tip¬ 
pett’s time in prison during 
World War II as a conscien¬ 
tious objector, as well as 
Britten and Pears’ troubles 
at the same time over the 
same issue, not to mention 
Marlowe still not being al¬ 
lowed to be buried in West¬ 
minster Abbey, do you 
think there’s a connection 
between homosexuality in 
the arts and political repres¬ 
sion in Britain? 

Yes, it’s been here always. 
All those spies and secret ser¬ 
vice scandals. Britten was 
struggling with his personali¬ 
ty and wasn’t really out as we 
know it today. That must be 
the first outing speech in his¬ 
tory in Marlowe’s Edward II 
— all history’s famous queers. 
That list of same-sex sexuali¬ 
ty was repeated for centuries. 
You know it was Edmund 
White who suggested that I 
do the Marlowe after he saw 
Caravaggio. 

What do you prefer — gay, 
queer, homosexual? 

I’m a queer filmmaker in 
that I make erotic images. 
Gay filmmakers give you the 
information. I saw The Lost 
Language of Cranes the oth¬ 
er night, and that’s definitely 
a gay film. Let’s bring back 
“Uranian!” A woman friend 
thinks queer is too male. But 
I think our sexuality is much 
too abundant to be described 
by only one word or two 
words. ▼

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Domestic Violence in the Lesbian/Gay Community 

The Sound of Violence 


by Dianne Aaronson 

B attering is, not sur¬ 
prisingly, a touchy 
subject. It’s difficult 
enough to publicly ac¬ 
cuse a stranger of gay bash¬ 
ing. Imagine having to admit 
to yourself, and the communi¬ 
ty at large, that you’re being 
abused by a lover. 

There are many complex 
issues involved in this dilem¬ 
ma. For starters, an individu¬ 
al must first acknowledge the 
presence of domestic violence 
in his or her own relationship. 
The very recognition of this 
fact, in and of itself, can be in¬ 
credibly painful. However, it 
is the first and most impor¬ 
tant step toward disentangle¬ 
ment and recovery. 

Choosing Denial 

For many, denial seems 
the least painful path. After 
all, if you’re not safe with 
your lover, who can you be 
safe with? Allowing oneself 
to acknowledge the abuse re¬ 
moves a fragile and false 
sense of security. 

Denial can also result from 
a reluctance to expose the 
negative within our own com¬ 
munity — especially when 
those in the straight commu¬ 
nity already do such a great 
job of it. For women-identi- 
fied women, experiencing vi¬ 
olence at the hands of a lover, 
something they may equate 
with a male/female-based 
power struggle, can threaten 
the basic assumption that the 
women’s community is a safe 
haven from violence. 

It’s important to realize, 
however, that domestic vio¬ 
lence is not a gay or straight 
issue, but merely a human 
one. Our community proba¬ 
bly suffers no more and no 
less than the population at 
large. 

Another factor in the fail¬ 
ure to acknowledge abuse is a 
background of family vio¬ 
lence. Gays or bisexuals who 
grew up in a violent home 
may have difficulty distin¬ 



guishing between a “normal” 
argument, for instance, and 
an abusive one. 

Anyone accustomed to 
dishes flung across the room, 
blows inflicted upon their 
body, or someone who physi¬ 
cally restricts their movement 
may consider these scenes 
“business as usual.” In cases 
like these, a friend is often 
the first to notice signs of vi¬ 
olence and bring them to the 
attention of the abused. 

Not a Victim 

I refrain from using the 
word “victim” because it is a 
label that implies powerless¬ 
ness. For just this reason, 
many people may refuse to 
admit to themselves or others 
that they are being hurt. Re¬ 
member — if it doesn’t feel 
good and you don’t want it, 
it’s abuse! 

If you suspect you may be 
involved in an abusive rela¬ 
tionship, know first that you 
are not powerless and you 
are not alone. Second, know 
that there are steps you can 
take and people who will 
help you. 

Steps to Recovery 

1. Make a call (see editor’s 
note for crisis lines). 

2. Seek safety; get out of 
the house. 

3. Make a plan — arrange 
emergency steps with a close 
friend for the future in case 
you must seek refuge sudden¬ 


ly- 

4. Seek help (see editor’s 
note for individual and group 
counseling); 12-step programs 
and the police are another op¬ 
tion. 

5. If the harassment contin¬ 
ues, you may obtain a re¬ 
straining order. Many agen¬ 
cies can help you fill out the 
paper work free of charge. In 
Alameda County, the Family 
Violence Law Center furnish¬ 
es a comprehensive self-help 
packet with all the necessary 
papers. 

You Are Not Alone 

Because much of domestic 
violence is still in the closet in 
the hetero as well as the ho¬ 
mosexual community, statis¬ 
tics can only be approximat- 
. ed. However, experts in the 
field agree that figures repre¬ 
sentative of the straight com¬ 
munity are representative of 
the gay/bi/lesbian community 
as well. 

Greg Merrill, Gay Men’s 
Domestic Violence coordina¬ 
tor at CUAV, estimates that 
15-30 percent of couples (de¬ 
fined rather loosely as lovers, 
ex-lovers, close friends and 
roommates) have engaged in 
some form of abuse. In 1990, 
devoting 20 hours per week 
to working with domestic vi¬ 
olence clients, Greg saw 125 
people (some short, some 
long-term) without an out¬ 
reach campaign. One can only 
guess how many clients 
would walk through the door 
if there were more funding 
for public outreach and adver¬ 
tising. 

This division of CUAV 
provides short- and long-term 
counseling and help with re¬ 
straining orders. Greg notes 
that additional funding could 
also help create a shelter for 
battered bisexual and gay 
men. To date, their only 
refuge comes from friends or 
homeless shelters.

Studach Exemplifies 


Spirit of Tom Waddell

D ave Studach, a ris¬ 
ing presence on the 
gay sports scene, 
was thrust into the 
spotlight on Feb. 8, when he 
became this year’s winner of 
the prestigious Tom Waddell 
Award at the Apex Awards 
ceremony. 

The Waddell Award is giv¬ 
en in memory of the former 
Olympian and Gay Games 
founder Tom Waddell to the 
individual who best repre¬ 
sents the athletic ideals that 
Waddell stood for: participa¬ 
tion above competition, striv¬ 
ing for one’s personal best 
while personifying good 
sportsmanship, and the inclu¬ 
sion of all by encouraging and 
supporting others to seek 
their own athletic goals. 

Studach was one of three 
nominees voted on by those 
in attendance at the awards 
show. That his name was on 
the ballot at all is a testament 


to his influence on the gay 
sports scene. That he won 
proves that nice guys don’t al¬ 
ways finish last and that the 
ideals of the Tom Waddell 
Award will be well-represent- 
ed. 

“I was surprised that he 
won,” commented friend and 
marathon teammate Dennis 
Hanna. “Not because he 
didn’t deserve to win, but be¬ 
cause I thought the others on 
the ballot (Les Balmain of ten¬ 
nis and Rick Windes of swim¬ 
ming) were involved in sports 
that had a much bigger fol¬ 
lowing. I was thrilled when 
Dave’s name was announced!” 

As if the Waddell Award 
wasn’t enough, Studach also 
went home that night with 
the Apex award in road run¬ 
ning and his second trophy in 
marathon. It was quite a night 
for the boyish 42-year-old 
from Corvallis, Ore. 

“It was a momentous occa¬ 
sion for me,” said an over¬ 
joyed Studach. “Tom (Wad¬ 


dell) was my idol, and he con¬ 
tinues to influence my in¬ 
volvement in gay sports.” 

Community Participant 

Studach first came in con¬ 
tact with Waddell while a 
spectator at Gay Games I. 
Waddell’s partner in the 
Games, Zohn Artman, was a 
personal friend of Studach’s, 
and through Artman, Studach 
met Waddell. From that 
meeting, and the inspiration 
gleaned from watching the 
first Gay Games, Studach de¬ 
cided to follow Waddell’s 
message to the community 
and become a participant. 

Although he was not in¬ 
volved in sports programs in 
high school and college, Stu¬ 
dach’s athleticism shone in 
modern dance in which he re¬ 
ceived an undergraduate de¬ 
gree. Once in San Francisco, 
Studach delighted in the par¬ 
ty atmosphere of the annual 
Bay to Breakers run and de¬ 
cided to start running. At a

10K road race in 1985, he met 
Michael Brennan, a marathon¬ 
er who urged Dave to try the 
upcoming San Francisco 
marathon, which he did. 
From there, Studach was 
hooked. 

Illustrating his rise on the 
gay sports scene, Studach 
went from Gay Games specta¬ 
tor in 1982 to marathon par¬ 
ticipant in the ’86 Games, to 
leader and organizer of San 
Francisco’s marathon contin¬ 
gent at the Vancouver Games 
in 1990. And as an offshoot of 
his Vancouver experience, he 
formed the Bay Area Dis¬ 
tance Runners (BADR), a 
group that trains for 
marathon runs and now has 
close to 200 members.

According to marathoner 
Terry Baransy, who wrote 
the letter nominating Studach 
for the Waddell Award, Stu¬ 
dach is genuinely interested 
and concerned about other 
people reaching their own 
athletic potential. As a sport, 
marathon running is a major 
challenge, both physically and 
mentally. However, through 
Studach’s encouragement and 
the BADR training program, 
most participants are finding 
their fear of the 26-plus mile 
event eased, if not eliminated. 

“Dave helps people accom¬ 
plish something that is a ma¬ 
jor achievement, and that is to 
complete a marathon,” Baran¬ 
sy said. “He’s always there 
throughout training runs and 
at the marathon races encour¬ 
aging and cheering you on. 
And he’s not on a power trip 
or an ego trip; his concern 
and support are genuine .” 

Numerous Examples 

Examples of Studach’s 
selfless dedication to the sport 
are numerous. He produces 
and mails a monthly newslet¬ 
ter to all 200 BADR mem¬ 
bers, although the club fur¬ 
nishes no financial support 
for such an operation. Ac¬ 
knowledging the club’s wide- 
rangingmembership, Studach 
plans runs throughout the 
Bay Area in hopes of getting 
more people involved. At the 
1990 Gay Games, when he 
discovered finisher’s medals 
would not be awarded to all 
participants (as is usual at 
most marathons), he personal¬ 
ly bought and surprised the 
San Francisco team with such 
an award. And at the 1991 
Frontrunners AIDS Pledge 
Run, Studach collected more 
pledge money than all other 
participants combined (and 
promptly played down the 
feat). 

Tom Waddell inspired and 
enabled people to participate 
and do their personal best in 
sports, even when they knew 
they wouldn’t win a gold, sil¬ 
ver or bronze medal. It was 
the process, the effort and the 
self-achievement that made 
each athlete a “winner.” And 
this is what Studach contin¬ 
ues to promote in the gay 
sporting community. 

As Studach confided, “I 
learned from Tom Waddell 
that people have the power to 
influence others through their 
actions, and when this is done 
with ‘pure’ motives, you un¬ 
consciously influence others 
to follow those ‘pure’ motives. 
Winning and losing should 
not be the primary focus in 
sports. The most important 
thing is to try your best.” 

To Studach, winning the 
Waddell Award was “hum¬ 
bling, but it’s good to know 
I’m heading in the right direc¬ 
tion.” He contends that so 
many people have touched 
and inspired him that he is 
simply returning that support 
to others. And in doing so, he 
is ensuring that the sporting 
philosophies of Tom Waddell 
continue to grow and flourish.

Inc., estimates 200 annual 
calls to the crisis line by self- 
identified lesbians in 1989. In 
1990 that number rose to 361. 
Again, the actual count is 
probably much higher, since 
many women hesitate to iden¬ 
tify themselves as lesbians 
when seeking help concern¬ 
ing abuse. 

W.O.M.A.N. Inc. provides 
two to three short-term coun¬ 
seling sessions per year, indi¬ 
vidual as well as group com¬ 
munity education and train¬ 
ing (outreach programs), and 
help to individuals who are 
seeking restraining orders. 

Domestic violence is a 
problem that won’t go away 
unless you address it. If you 
believe yourself (or a friend) 
to be in an abusive relation¬ 
ship, action must be taken. 
This could mean education, 
counseling, or in extreme sit¬ 
uations, police intervention in 
order to break the cycle of vi¬ 
olence. To quote this year’s 
poster from the Family Vio¬ 
lence Law Center, “It 
Shouldn’t Hurt to Be a Fam¬ 
ily.” ▼
